peculiar  note  and  rem  ir  \ .  l'hrou-:h  idni,  all  witnesses  and  prisoners 
ut  thij  Bar  of  the  House  are  examined,  and  he  directs  all  arrange- 
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UK  ntK  when  the  HoMso  is  to  be  {uldrcssoU  by  (Joimscl.  Jt  is  his 
duty  to  dilivtr  lluj  itpriinand  of  the  IIousc!  lo  any  one  who  has 
incinrt'd  the  ptiiialty  of  ii'ct'ivinji;  it  ;  it  is  aI>o  his  duty  to  iSsue 
■warrants  of  coniniittal  or  ic'ltasc  for  bn  jk  h  of  privib'^c  ;  to  coni- 
iniinitati^  with  any  parties,  wlien  so  in^tiiicted  by  tlie  House.  It  is 
his  duty  to  ck)sely  examine  tlie  provisions  of  privati;  Bills,  so  as  to 
proteet  tli(;  public;  against  any  sui  [irisc,  or  undue  eneroaelui  ent  or 


injury 


He    eontrols    and  niiuliites  tlie  eonduet  of  subordinate 


ofhei'rs  of  tlie  House,  and  inlore»s  the  Rules  of  the  House  ;  he 
cannot  Join  in  any  di  bate  unhss  in  C(  inmittee  of  the  Wliole  House. 
As  the  prisiiling  c  Uua  r  oi  the  House,  lie  has  all  the  duties  attai  hed 
to  8Ueh  an  oftiee.  The  Speaker  's  ehosen  by  the  nienibtis  of 
Parlitinn  nt,  and  holds  his  <  tiiee  unt'l  the  Parliament  in  whieh  he  is 
eleotc.'d  is  dissolved.  Should  a  nn  mber  persevere  in  divobryinjr  the 
order  (if  ilis!  Sjienker,  and  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  nniy  '-name 
him,"  as  tlie  term  applies,  a  course  uniformly  followed  by  the 
censure  of  the  Houn;  Hi  extrdne  cases,  the  Speaker  may  order 
members  or  otli»  rs  into  custofiy  until  the  pleasure  of  the  House  be 
signified.  On  divisions,  when  tlu- nunUx  rs  happen  to  be  equal,  he 
gives  the  casting  vote,  but  he  nevet  otherwise  votes.  Some 
questions  as  to  tbc  prerogatives  and  duties  of  the  Speaker  will  bo 
found  among  S^jeukcra'  J)ccmons. 


4.  Members,  In'iuoduction  op  — Members  elected  dining  the 
existence  of  I  arliament,  will,  after  taking  the  <  ath  of  allegiance  and 
subscribing  the  roll,  appear  at  the  Bar  of  ihe  House  and  cla.m  their 
seats,  the  custom  being  an  introduction  by  otber  members,  who 
announce  that  these  r  (]!iirements  have  been  fulfilled.  This  is  as 
necessary  when  a  session  is  commencing  as  wlien  in  progress.  A 
member  who  has  been  unseated  an-i  re-elected  must  again  sign  the 
roll  and  take  the  eath  ;  shoiilel  he  lake  his  seat  and  vote  without 
doing  so,  he  incurs  the  penalty  of  X'aOO  sterling  for  every  day  he 
so  sits  and  votes,  though  his  fresh  introduction  at  the  Bar  is  un- 
necessary, such  is  the  practice,  to  save  any  re-clecte;d  member  from 
unwittingly  incurring  th«;  penalty.  (During  the  recess  of  i877,  Mr. 
Speaker  Anglin  resigned  his  seat  in  the  House  and  was  re-eltcttd. 
At  the  opening  of  the  Sessie)n  of  1878,  upon  the  Governor-General 
directing  the  re-assemhled  House  to  elect  a  Speaker,  Mr  A.ngmn  and 
other  re-elected  members  forthwith  took  their  seats  and  voted  on  the 
question.  For  particulars  of  this  ease,  i-ee  "Clerk  of  the 
House.")     When  a  member  is  unseated  by  a  tiibunal  which  at  the 
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same  time  (lechircs  nnolliiT  person  duly  elected  to  the  seat,  the  new 
member  ma}'  (jitter  taking  the  oulh)  witliout  uny  introduction,  take 
liis  sent  and  vo'e,  as  it'  he  had  occupied  it  from  the  tirst. 


5.  Cleiik  op  the  House  of  Commons. — "  Tiie  Clerk  ol  the  Com- 
mons House  of  Parliament"  lu^lds  an  office  ot  great  trust  and 
importance.  He,  Avith  two  assistants,  sits  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
tible.  The  Ciown  appoints  him  by  commiss  on  under  tliegriat 
seal.  It  is  his  duty  to  make  minutes,  not  of  the  arguments  iuUi 
in  the  House,  but  the  decisions  at  which  it  arrives — in  otlier  words, 
to  make  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  all  the  proceedings  in  which  it 
may  be  engaged;  to  see  that  they  are  correctly  prir'ed  and  dis- 
Iributcd  to  the  members  ;  to  read  aloud  all  such  documents  as  the 
House  may  order  to  be  read  ;  to  perform  the  duty  (without  taking 
the  chair;,  of  })resident  or  moderator  during  the  choice  of  a  Speaker, 
putting  a  question  and  dire(;ting  a  division  in  the  same  manner  that 
a  Speaker  would  do. 

A  case  has  recently  occurred  for  which,  in  either  English  or 
Canadian  practice,  no  precedent  exists.     During  recess,  after  session 
of  1877,  r.M  Speaker  Anglin  resigned  his  seat  in  the  House  (owing  to 
a  question  respecting  breach  of  the  Independence  of  Parliament 
Act)  and  was  re-elected  to  the  House.     The  intention  of  Govern- 
ment (controlling  majority  of  House)   was  to   re-nominate   him  as 
Speaker  ;  hut  the  technical  difficulty  occurred,  that  he  was  neither  a 
memlier,  in  the  old  session,  nor  had  he  been  introduced  in  the  new. 
Foreseeing  this  dilemma,  for  which  Mr.  Alfred  Patrick,  the 
present  Clerk  of  the  House,  in  his  fifty  years'  experience  of  Parlia- 
mentary practice,  could  find  no  precedent,  the  Clerk  ot  the  House 
appealed  to  Sir  7\  JCrskine  Jl/a?/,'the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons  of 
a  reat  Britian  and  Ireland,  and  one  of  the  highest  living  authorities 
upon  Parliamentary  practice.     That  gentleman's  first  reply  was 
irrelevant,  inasmuch  as  it  related  to  British  practice  (supposed,  at  the 
time  of  writing,  to  obtain  in  Canada)  viz.:  that  newly-elected  mem 
bers  (during  an  elected  Parliament)  must  he  sworn  in  before  the 
Speaker ;  this  would  preclude  Mr.  ex-Speaker  Anglin  from   being 
sworn  in  before  a  Speaker  was  elected,  and  consequently  from  being 
eligible  for  election  himself. 

Mr.  Patrick,  however,  explained  to  Sir  T.  Erskine  May  the  Cana- 
dian practice  respecting  the  oath  (viz.:  the  taking  thereof  before 
the  Clerk  of  the  House,  and  not  before  the  Speakir)  and  received  the 
following  reply,  which  the  Editor  of  the  Parliamentary  Companion 
4  ' 
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oonsidcrH  of  siiflicicnt  importance  to  bo  j?lvon  in  ertenitn,  and  in 
accoi'luiice  with  wliicli.  Afr.  A.V'JMN  took  his  scat  witliout  any 
intro;hi  'tioM,  iu\\  w.is  duly  ro-')h'  ;tu  i  as  Si>"aker  of  the  IJouxi.

My  JJi:\i:  yin.   Patuick, 

As  you  have  now  oxphiino  I  <lic  rcijfuhitions  iiu'ler  wliich  oaths 
are  takuu  hy  nuw  rajinboi'S  an  I  thjir  return  ratifio;!  to  tlij  Hou-io,  I 
liiiiik  I  miy  vtjuturc  to  oifer  au  opinion  upon  tliu  (piostions  Hul)niit- 
tcd  to  uui. 

It  ;ipp;'ai\s  tome  that  as  tlicre  are  'I'ti 'ial  recoid.s  of  the  resigna- 
tion (jf  Ids  seat  by  the  Spjaker ;  ot  liis  re-jlei'tion,  and  of  Ins  havinij 
duly  taken  tlie  oaths,  tlie  Clerk,  in  the  absence  of  the  Speaker,  may 
properly  coniniunioati!  tluse  rei-ords  to  the  House. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  objei  tions  may  1)0  raised  to  any 
dei)arture  from  the  jueustomed  course  of  proceedings,  but  1  cannot 
but  think  it  would  be  juslilied  by  the  exceptional  circumstances  of 
the  j)resent  case. 

Vou  will  liave  toassumj  tliL!  re-p  »n^ibility  of  this  course;  other- 
wise, I  can  perceive  no  mean  i  ot  re-elejting  the  Speaker.

— This  olii:;er,  although  in  attendant^o  on 
tin  Housi!  of  Jommons,  is  apj)  tinted  l>y  the  (Jrown.  It  is  his  duty 
to  ob  jy  the  commiruls  of  th-;  llous '.  to  appr-hen  I  and  taki  into 
custody  all  those  who  are  (>'ommiitfd  f  »r  any  ort'.'ucj  by  the  House. 
All  the  niessMigers  and  s 'rvant,s,'of  thj  House,  except  the  Clerks, 
are  nn<ier  his  orders,  He^has  a  .<»eat  at  tlu  liar  of  the  House,  and 
directs  all  arrangements  tor  the  mdntenanee  of  order  in  the 
approaidies  thereto,  and  in  the  galleries.  He  is  of  course  in 
imm  'diate  atten:lance  upon  iht;  Speaker,  from  whom  he  takes  ail 
orders  in  connection  with  his  duties.       He  is  assisted  by  a  Deputy. 


7.   Order. — By  this  word  is  m'ant  an  obedience  to  certain  rules 
and  regulations  intended  to  f  icilitatti  the  d  'spatch  of  business,  and 
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I)rt'S('rv(!   tluit  TiocoHsiiry  di-toriim   so   (iHsontial  in  all  (I'libomtivo 
)is>!(;tnl»li(!>*.     Tilt!  ruins  l»y  which  tin;  Imsiiujss  of  I'arliauu'iit  is  con- 
ducted an;  of  two  kinds;  onr  kind  thi^   jfoiisi!  posscssfs  in  common 
with  all  dtdihi'iativc;  asstTuhlies — another  is  |)C(;uliar    to   its    owa 
.•xistcncc  and  powers.    For  tlu;  proper  application  of  all  thos>;  ruleg, 
the  Speaker  o    rhairnian's  <leeisinii  is  had,  and  to  this  de(  ision  duo 
dcf.reiiei'  is  at  all  times  paid.  Thu  Speaker,  while  in  the  (/'iiair,  takea 
no  |t!irt  in  the  del>at(!,  it    boin^if  his  duty  to  relate  tlio  manner  iti 
wliieh  hu^^itiess  shall  he  traiis.ieted  ;   to  conUne  thosij  niemhurs  who 
■•eldfess  the   llou^e   to   the  suhjeet  inuL;r  consideration  ;  to  ijive  iiis 
opinion  in  all  tliinj^s  whic     relate  to   order;   to   put   thi;    m  itter  in 
dispute  into  the  form  of  ;i  (juestion,  upon  whie'h  thu-  votes  of  niiimb^TB 
are  taken,  and  to  <leelar.' tlie  majority  as  soon  as  it  is  communicated 
to  him  by  the  (Jlerk.      It  is  also  ids  duty  to  (h-eliire  the  busirxess  of 
liie  l[ouse  closed,  and  to  see  that  theall'airs  ot  the  ilous.;  are  correctly 
and  i)roperly  rt!Oorded.      After  routine  he  calls  upon    tl-:;   m  !ml)er 
whose  motion  stand-;  first  on  the  papjr  of  notices,  oi  who  is  oth  -r- 
wisi;  entitled  to  p.'(!cedi"n(;c.   All  m  >tions  m'lst  b  •  sc^cond  d,  or  they 
fall  to  the  ;.;r  )und  ;  l»eing  s 'con  led,  the  motion  is  hahd -(l  in  writing 
to  the  Sp.'aker,  who  has  to  n'ad  it  b. 'fore  debate  ciin  be  h.id  upon  it ; 
liaviiii;  been  niad,  obje«;ti()ns  may  be  nrtj^ed.     There  are  several  ways 
by  which  a  m  »tion   may  be  o;)pa<ed  ;  it  iniv  b.i  met   by  a  dire;t 
neijjative,  or  by  an   am  mdm  uit,  or  l»y  a  m  »tion  to  [)ostpone,  or  l»y 
proceedinjif  to  the  next  order  of  the  day,  or  by  movinij  the  previous 
<[Uestion,  or  by  th  ■  simi)le  motion  of  adjournment.      A  motion  once 
read  cannot  be  withdriAvh  without  the  permission  of  the  IIous.\      It 
must  not  be  for,.;otten  that  miless  a  speech  is  made  objecting  to  a 
motion,  neither  mc  rev  nor  second  jr  can  sp  -ale  a  second  time  except 
in   explanation.       if,  howe.'er,  a   diibate  does  arise,  in    which  an 
opposition  is  sjjiven  to  the  mover  of  a  motion,  hii  has   the   right  of 
ntply  ;  but  it  must  be  und  u'stoo  I  tint  this  piivilege  does  not  belong 
to  the  mover  of  an  amendment.    All  are  pi^rmitted  to  explain     The 
dt;bate  b.'ing  ended,  the  Speaker  or  Chairman  puts  the  question,  and 
calls  Uf)on  those  in    favor  to  say  "  Yea,"  and  those  of  a  contrar}' 
disposition  to  sa>  "'  Nay."    He  then  declares  that  in  his  opinion  the 
'>  Yeas  "  or  the  "  Nays  "  (as  the  case  may  be)  have  it.    If  his  decision 
is  questioned,  the  Hous(i  divides,  the  "  Yeas  "  rising,  and  (heir  names 
being  taken  down,  th(;  "  Nays"  following;  the  numbers  are  connt-d 
from  the  record  and  declared.     Should  a  member,  when  tlie  voice  of 
the  House  is  called  for,  say  "  Aye,"  and  should  he  afterwards,  on

Deci.nonfi    upon     this     jjoint,    Ao.    C)!).)      When     an     amendment 
lins  hetn   niovtd,  the  v<  te  is  simply  tnken   on   the  amendment, 
and   then    on   the  original  question.     Should  the  amendment  be 
adoi)ted,   it  then   b(  comes   the  substantive  motion,  and   may  be 
amended  in  the  same  v,ay  that  the  original  motion  was  amended. 
1  hus  a  numlK  r  of  s;uccessive  amendmt  nts  to  the  original  motion 
may  be  disposed  of.     Any  member  is  at  liberty  to  interrupt  another 
by  "  rising  to  order,"  which  means  that  he  rises  in  his  place  and 
calls  the  attention  of  the  Chair  and  the  Eouse  to  a  breach  ot  the 
orders  then  being  committtd.     In  the  debate  it  h  contrary  to  order 
to  mention  any  number  by  name  ;  the  same  rule  prevails  in  Com- 
mittee of  tne  Whole,  except  as  rtgards  the  (  haiiman,  who  is  some- 
times called  by  his  name,  and  not  Mr.  Chairman.     For  special 
questions    of    ordei     that    have  arisen   since   Confederation    sec 
Speakers'  Decisions,  iSb.  55. 

Stra.vgebs. — If  any  member  shall  take  notice  that  strangers  arc 
present,  Mr.  Speaker,  or  Chairaian  fas  the  case  may  be)  shall  forth- 
with put  the  question  that  strangers  be  order*  d  to  withdraw,  without 
permitting  any  debate  or  amendment ;  provided  that  Mr.  Speaker  or 
the  Chairman,  may,  whenever  he  thinks  proper,  order  the  with- 
drawal of  strangers .  — ( fiuie  6 . ) 
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8.  Committees. — Are,  first,  those  of  the  Whole  House,  which 
may  be  to  consider  certain  resolutions,  as  to  the  nature  of  which 
considerable  latitude  prevails  ;  or  the  House  itself  resolves  into  such 
Committee  to  consider  the  details  of  a  Bill,  th<;  principle  of  which 
may  be  discussed  at  any  or  all  of  its  other  stag*  s  ;  or  there  may  be 
Committees  for  financial  purposes,  as  those  of"  Supply,"  or  "  Ways 
and  Means,"  (which  see.)     Secondly,  there  are  Select  Committees 
chosen  by  ballot  or  otherwise,  for  some  specific  purpose — the  number 
composing  such  bodies  seldom  exceeds  fifteen  members,  except  by 
permission  of  the  House.    During  the  Session  of  1877,  an  important 
discussion  took  place,  involving  both  the  composition  and  powers 
of  Select  Committees.     (See  Speakers'   Decisions.)     Thirdly,  Com- 
mittees on  Private  Bills  (which  see.)    When  the  whole  House  is  in 
Committee,  the  Speaker  vacates  *;he  chair,  the  Mace  is  placed  under 
the  table,  and  8f»me  other  m-mber  is  cftiled  to  preside,  who  sits  in 
the  seat  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 
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9.  Petitions. — The  following  Rules  iespectiu<j  Petitions  should 
1)0  carelully  observed,  as  deviation  th  u-elVoni  will  involve  rejection. 

(1.)  Petitions  involving  Public  cxpcnditiue,  such  .is  grants  of 
money  or  lands,  claims  for  arrears  of  pay  or  for  rr muncration  for 
public  service  rendered,  or  other  demands  imposing  a  burthen  upon 
the  people,  cannot  be  received  by  the  House,  which  lias  not  th<i 
power  of  initiatin;^  such  imposition,  A.  petition  which  only  ex- 
pressed a  I'lup^  for  a  grant,  was  excluded  in  Session  of  1878. — ^8ce 
Spiuiken^  DecinhnH,  2\o.  109.)  In  1877,  however,  a  petition  for 
imposition  of  duty,  or  for  bounty,  on  coil  was  received.  (See 
Speakers^  Decisions,  No.   <)8.) 

Petitions  of  this  nature  should  be  aldressed  to  ••  His  Excellency 
the  'Tovernor-G-eneral  in  Council."  Tin;  correct  form  is  to  forward 
them  to  tlie  S  jretary  of  State,  who  will  then,  "  by  command,''  refer 
them  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  to  wtiose  D^parim  ;nts  their 
subj  'cts  r<!spectively  relate  ;  and  they  will  thereafter  be  dealt  with 
DeparluKUitally,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  official  letter  or  com- 
munication received  direct  from  the  parties  interested.  In  [)()int  of 
fact,  however,  tlie  forwarding  ot  such  a  petition,  by  the  Minister  of 
Parliament,  with  a  covering  letter, direct  to  the  De[)artment  con- 
cerned, <ff.  any  (inw,  siid  without  waiting  for  the  Session,  is  practi- 
cally  tlie  best  course.  In  this  tnode,  a  I'etition  may  be  brought 
before  the  Executive  in  ample  time  for  conslileratio;i  b  "for  ?  th  ; 
meeting  of  P.irlianiint,  when  the  representative  cau,  if  desired, 
bring  on  a  discussion  upon  the  merits  of  the  case,  in  due  course. 

Although  such  a  Petition  may  not  be  presented  to  the  House, 
which  has  not  the  power  of  granting  it,  it  is  quite  in  order  (after 
proceeding  as  above)  to  bring  it  under  the  cognizance  of  Parliament 
by  moving  an  .V<idress  to  His  Excellency,  for  the  Petition,  and  any 
other  papers  connected  with  it  in  the  Uep  irtments,  to  be  brought 
down  ;  .lud  the  Government,  upon  its  responsibility  to  Parliament, 
can  then  be  brought  to  account  for  the  exercise  or  non-exercise  of 
the  power  vested  in  it,  of  granting  the  pecuniary  or  other  relief 
prayed  tor.  ,  . 

(2.)  It  has  been  decide!  that  Aliens,  non-residents  of  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada,  have  not  the  right  of  petitioning  this  Parliament. 
An  exception  to  this  rule  was  made  during  Session  of  1878. — (Seo 
Spi'akers^  Decisions,  Xo .    107.) 

(3.)  Petitions  may  be  either  written  or  printed  ;  provided  always 
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Hint  llie  signatiiirs  of  at  least  tlino  retitioiurs  arc   nnltsnibed  on 
the  {^lieet  containing  the  prayer  oftlie  Petition. 

(4.)  Signatures  to  Petitions  must  ho  original  ;  no  agent  should 
sign  a  Petiiion  to  Parliament  for  any  purpose.  Ko  claiiman  can 
Fign  for  a  pul  lie  meeting,  hut  tiie  ecmmon  seal  of  a  corporation  is 
received  as  the  petition  of  the  whole  hody . 

(5.)  All  Petitions  must  he  in  respectful  and  temperate  liinguage, 

and  must  not  contain  any  matter  in  breach  of  the  Privihges  of  the 

House,  such  as  animadversion   upon  the  conduct  of  Parliament,  or 

refertnce  to  any  Bul>ject  under  Del  ate,  or  to  a  motion  in  cour>-e  of 

preparation . 

(6.)  Petitions  to  the  House  of  Ccmmons  should  be  addressed  : 
"  To  the  Honorable  the  Commons  of  Cariada,  in  l^o.rliavunt  ansemiled ;^' 
the  statement  of  grievance  or  cause  of  cciiiplaint  should  be  clearly 
and  succinctly  set  forth  ;  and  it  must  close  with  a  specific  prayer, 
thus : 

"  Where/ore  yovr  Petitioner  prays  that,  <Jc.,  setting  foith  the 
redress  and  relief  that  is  sought. 

(7.)  The  Member  presenting  a  Petition  shall  endorse  his 
name  thereon,  and  shall  present  it  in  his  place  in  the  House,  con- 
fining himself,  when  doing  so,  to  a  statement  of  the  parts  from  whom 
it  comes,  the  number  of  signatures  attached  to  it,  and  the  material 
allegations  it  contains.  He  is  responsible  that  it  does  not  contain 
impertinent  or  improper  matter. 

(8.)  After  a  lapse  of  two  days  for  scrutiny  by  the  ^'peaker  and 
Cleik  of  the  House,  every  Petition,  which  proves  to  be  properly  re- 
ceivable is  {Rule  86)  •'  brought  to  the  Table  by  dire  cticn  of  the 
Speaker,  who  can  not  allow  any  debate,  or  any  Member  to  speak 
upon,  or  in  relation  to,  such  Petition  ;  but  it  may  be  read  by  the 
Clerk  at  the  Table  if  required  ;  or  if  it  complain  of  some  present 
personal  grievance,  requiring  an  immediate  remedy,  the  matter 
contained  therein  may  be  brought  into  immediate  discussion ."  In 
ordinary  course,  it  may,  upon  motion,  be  referred  to  a  committee, 
or  Resolutions  may  be  based  upon  it,  &c." 
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10.  Bills  (Mo\EY.) — All  Bills  relating  to  public  income  and 
expenditure,  and  all  Bills  usually  called  Money  Bills,  must  origi- 
nate in  the  Ccmmons  and  be  intrcduccd  by  the  Government. 
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11.  Bills  (Public.)— A  Bill  is  the  draft  or  rfkeleton  cf  a 
.Slatutf.  Any  Bill  which  the  iStriate  can  originate  may  he  intro- 
diu  cd  and  h  id  on  the  tahle  by  an  individual  Senator  without  the 
previous  permission  of  the  House  ;  but  in  the  Commons  no  Bill 
can  be  brought  in  unless  a  motion  ior  leave  be  previously  agreed 
to.  Peimission  having  been  granted,  a  Committee  is  apjjointid  to 
prepare  the  Bill  It  is  then  brought  in  and  read  a  tirst  time,  with- 
out amendment  or  delate,  and  a  day  is  appointed  for  a  second 
reading,  previous  to  whi<  h  it  is  prii.tid,  and  a  copy  furnished  to 
ea<h  ixKniber.  The  Bill,  alter  the  second  nading,  is  referred  to  a 
C(mmittee  of  the  Whole  House,  at  the  sittings  of  which  its 
details  are  considered,  as  its  principles  were  at  each  of  its  several 
readings.  Members  are  at  liberty  to  discuss  its  principles  at  any 
of  its  stages,  but  no  one  is  considered  to  have  declared  decisively 
in  favor  of  its  principles,  unless  by  his  vote  he  supports  its  second 
nading.  In  Committee,  the  Bill  is  debated  clause  by  claiLsej  tlie 
blanks  lelt  for  amount  of  penalties,  salaries  or  grants,  etc.,  are 
lilkd  up,  and  sometimes  the  Bill  is  entirely  remodelled.  The 
blanks,  as  they  are  called,  which  are  usually  tilled  up  in  italics, 
are  agreed  to  without  a  question  being  put,  unless  a  member 
should  propose  to  alter  them.  The  next  proceeding  is,  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  should  make  a  report  to  the  House  of 
the  ( hanges  that  the  Bill  has  undergone,  which  he  does  by  pre- 
senting it  to  the  Speaker  in  its  altered  form.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  is  agreed  to  without  discussion,  the  Bill  is  ordered  to 
be  printed,  and  it  is  then  read  a  third  time,  when  any  further 
amendments  can  be  made.  Jf  a  new  clause  be  added  it  is  called  a 
rider.  The  last  question  but  one  is  that  the  "Bill  do  pass;"  after 
this,  nothing  remains  except  to  determine  its  title,  which  used  to 
be  a  general  one  for  all  the  Acts  passed  in  the  session,  but  in 
modern  times  distinct  titles  are  used  for  each  Statute.  During  the 
progress  of  the  Bill,  the  House  mai/  divide  on  the  following  ques- 
tions :  Ist,  on  the  second  reading  ;  2nd,  that  it  be  committed  ; 
3id,  on  the  consideration  of  report  oif  Committee,  in  case  of  amend- 
ments ;  4th,  or  that  the  Bill  be  re-committed  ;  5th,  that  it  be  read 
a  third  time  ;  6th,  that  it  do  pass  ;  Uh,  the  *itle  of  the  Bill .  These 
aie  quite  exclusive  of  any  division  in  the  Committee,  or  any 
amendments,  or  of  any  clauses  added  to  or  expunged  fr«  m  the 
measuie,  in  or  out  of  the  Comuittee.  Alterations  are  not  usually 
propostd  in  a  Bill  ur.til  after  its  principle  has  been  disposed  of  on 
the  second  reading.     Immediately  after  the  passing  of  a  Bill,  it  is 
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taken  l>y  a  member  to  the  Bar  of  the  Senate,  desiring:  tlieir  concur- 
rence, where  it  passes  through  the  same  forms  as  in  tlie  Common^. 
If  the  Bill  be  rejected,  no  further  proceedings  ensue.  When  the 
Senate  agree  with  tiie  Commoiis  in  the  principle  of  the  measure, 
but  differ  on  matters  of  detail,  a  conference  usually  follows 
between  members  deputed  from  <;acli  House,  who  generally  succeed 
in  adjusting  the  difference  ;  but  if  both  Houses  remain  inflexible, 
the  Bill  is  dropped.  The  samo  proceedings  are  adopted,  mutatis 
mutandis,  when  the  Bill  originates  in  the  Upper  House.  The 
Bill  having  thus  passed  both  Houses,  remains  with  the  Senate, 
except  in  the  case  of  a  Bill  of  Supply,  which  is  sent  back  to  the 
•Commons,  to  be  liy  them  presented  at  the  Bar  of  the  Senate  to  the 
Representative  of  tlie  Sovereign.  The  assent  of  the  Crown  is  the 
iinal  proceeding  which  converts  a  Bill  into  an  Act  of  ParlianiLait. 
[Sev<'ral  discussitins  luive  arisen  respecting  procedure  with  lUUs 
during  recent  Sessions,  for  which  see  Speakers'  Decisions.]  . 
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12.  Bills  (I'liiVATK). — Private;  Bills  are  chiefly  introduced  to 
enable  individuals  or  bodies  corporate  to  undertake  works  of  public 
utility  at  their  own  risk,  and  chiefly  for  their  own  emolument  and 
benefit;  but  there  are  other  Private  Bills  which  frequently  come 
bef<»re  Pailinment,  such  as  Bills  for  adjusting  claims  to  property 
between  individual  claimanis,  and  Bills  relating  to  divorce, 
naturalization,  etc.,  etc.  The  expenses  of  legislation  in  such, 
matt 'IS  must  b^;  paid  by  tiie  parties  seeking  the  relief;  and  a 
deposit  of  $200  must  be  made  immediately  after  the  second  reading 
of  the  Bill.  After  the  second  reading  if  all  the  rrles  of  the  House 
have  been  complied  with.  Private  Bills  go  to  the  Committee,  and 
it  is  before  this  Committee  that  proper  attention  must  be  given  by 
the  parties  interested.  Individuals  or  companies  may  appear  by 
Parliamentary  Agents. 


13.  Pahlumkntauv  Agents  --In  England  all  the  business  for 
private  corporations  and  individuals  is  transaf  ted  by  Parliamentary 
Agents,  who  condu(;e  to  ihe  interest  of  their  clients,  as  well  as  to 
the  convenience  of  Committees  and  Members,  through  their 
familiarity  with  Parliamentary  practice.  Their  employment  is 
sanctioned  in  Canada,  every  agent  being  (Rule  72)  personally 
responsible  to  the    House  and  to  the  Speaker  for  the  observance  of 
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tlie  rules,  orders  and  practice  of  Parliament,  and  for  the  payment 
of  all  fees  and  charj^es  ;  and  all  agents  must  have  received  the 
express  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Speaker. 


14.  Avoidance  of  a  Decision. — When  a  motion  has  been  made 
iil)on  which  the  Elouse  is  unwilling  to  come  to  a  vote,  there  are 
certain  formal  modes  of  avoiding  a  decision,  amongst  which  are 
"  p;issing  of  the  orders  of  the  day,"  or  moving  "  the  previous  ques- 
tion." The  former  means  that  the  House  should — casting  aside 
iuid  taking  no  notic  !  of  the  nutter  then  before  it — proceed  to  the 
other  business  appointed  for  that  day  ;  tlie  latter,  that  a  vote  be 
previously  taken  as  to  the  expediency  of  coming  to  any  d  jcision  oa 
the  question  raised  If  "  the  previous  question"  be  negatived  as  a 
matter. of  expediency,  the  motion  to  which  it  referred  is  only  gotten 
rid  of  for  the  time,  whereas  a  direct  negative  to  the  motion  itself 
Avould  be  a  proscription  of  it  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session,  as 
well  as  a  denial  of  its  principle  With  respict  to  a  Bill,  moving 
that  it  "be  read  this  day  six  months,"  or  "this  day  three  months," 
is  a  mode  of  throwing  it  out  without  coining  to  an  express  declara- 
tion against  the  principle  of  the  measure. 


1,").  Royal  AssKVT. — The  Act  by  whicb  the  Crown  agrees  to  a 
Ciil  is  calb^d  the  Uoyal  Ass'.-nt;  this  assent  is  usually  given  at  the 
t'ud  of  a  Soss'on,  unless  tiier.;  is  mgent  necessity  for  the  Act 
becoming  law  without  loss  of  time,  in  which  case,  the  Governor- 
General,  or  the  person  administering  the  Governmjnt,  conies  down 
to  the  Upper  House,  and  there,  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses, 
j,nves  his  assen*-.  His  Exct;llency  specially  manifests  his  assent  to 
the  Supply  Bill.  Bills  to  which  tlie  Royal  Assent  is  not  given  are 
pronounced  to  be  reserved  for  the  signification  of  Her  Majesty's 
pleasure  thereon,  and  ar<^  nuntionfld  in  the  ^'■OJiciaL  (iaz&iie^''  as 
having  been  reserved  for  Her  Majesty's  consideration.  Unless  a 
reserve  is  made  in  the  Act  itself,  so  soon  as  the  Royal  assent  is 
j,aven,  the  xlct  becomes  a  Law,  and  can  be  proceeded  on  before  any 
competent  Court. 


1<!,   PiiiviLEGES  op  Parliame.nt. — Amongst  the  privileges  which 
the  Commons  claim,  are  : — 

The  power  of  committing  individuals  to  prison—the  power   of 
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I ulili^liing  inatt( IS  wliith,  if  not  issuing  frcm  siuh  high  authorily^ 
might  L(c(nie  Ihe  siil.JK  t  of  pictt  (diii{.'s  in  a  (.'curt  of  Law — llie 
l</wer  cf  (iirt'diiig  tliO  Law  Cfficds  of  llio  Ckwii  io  prost<uto  per- 
FOT)s  accuse d  of  ofltncts  against  tlit-  lavs,  or  afiicting  the  piiviligcs 
of  I'ailiamint — and  finally.  ( f  doing  anything  not  directly  coniia- 
vtningan  existing  Act  of  Parlitimt  nt,  vhidi  may  he  necessary  lor 
the  vii.dieaticn  and  pre  t(  cticn  (A  its  own  rights,  in  the  exercise  of 
its  constitutional  iunctions.  Qntstiinsot  piivilcgetakeprectdenct! 
ol  all  other  proceedings,  and  are  always  in  order.  1  he  privihgis 
claimed  ly  individual  mtmhers,  are  freedeni  of  spceeh  and  person, 
including  freede  m  from  legal  arrest  and  seizure  under  process  iuni 
th(  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity.  This  does  not  extend  to  indictable 
cflencc.^,  or  to  actual  contempts  of  the  Courts  of  Justice.  Members 
of  Parliament  are  exempt  fie  m  all  duties,  the  performance  of  whiili 
might  interfere;  with  their  prompt  attendance  to  their Pailiamentniy 
calls,  Privilege  of  Parliament,  sue h  as  it  is,  continues  for  a  cen- 
venient  time  after  prore  gation  f  rd  dissolutien.  [l)uring  recent 
sessions,  several  Questions  of  Privilege  have  arisen,  which  will  k 
found  among  Speakers'  JJecisicns.l 


17.  — Committals. — Tnccmmcn  with  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity, 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  ean  junish  all  contempt  of  their 
authority,  or  disc  hcdience  of  their  mandates.  Each  House  is  aimed 
with  ]  owcr  to  repress  any  aggression  c<  mmittcd  upon  its  rights,  or 
any  interference  with  its  privileges  ;  lut  in  the  case  of  the  Ccm- 
incns,  the  operation  of  this  power  is  limited  to  the  session  of  Par- 
liament, committals  by  that  House  heing  invalidated  by  a 
prorogation.  Either  House  can  delegate  to  a  committee  the  power 
of  sending  for  papers  and  records,  and  of  enforcing  the  attendance 
«f  necessary  witnesses. 


18.  CoKFEHENCE. — This  IS  a  species  of  negotiation  between  the 
two  Houses  of  Parliament,  conducted  by  managers  appointed  on 
both  sides,  for  the  purpose  of  producing  concurrence,  in  cases  where 
mutual  consent  is  necessary  ;  or  for  the  purpose  of  reconciling  dif- 
fences  which  may  have  arisen.  Tf  the  conference  be  upon  tliel 
subject  of  a  Bill  depending  between  the  two  Houses,  it  may  be  ele- 
nanded  by  that  House  which  is  in  possession  of  the  Bill  at  the 
time  of  asking  the  conference.  It  is  the  sole  privilege  of  the 
Senate  to  name  the  time  and  place  for  holding  a  conference,  no 
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nia1t«r  ly  vl)i(  li  Hoiin!  it  niny  l;avi!  littn  dcmaiidtd.  l\(  ons  in 
wiilirg  If  r  llic' (oiupo  it>olv(<!  io  1  ('  1}il<i'ji  tire  lurjilly  fuinihlxd  to 
Uif  n;iirirc(is  c  ti  I  dlli  sidis.  in  wliidi  ({isc  it  is  sinij>]y  inll(d  "a 
c(  nf»  Hiicc."

Attc  r  cue  tre(!  c( nil rt lice.  n(  ne  other  but  free  ccnftreiictK  can  ho 
hold  touching  the  s-ame  subject. 


]9.  yurPLY. — All  proceedings  which  relate  to  the  public  in- 
come or  exptnaiture,  must  originate  with  the  Ccmmcns,  and  must 
he  begun  by  refolutic  n  moved  in  Ccmmittee  ot  Supply,  which  is 
always  Ccmmittee  of  the  Whole  Hcuse.  Jr  the  course  of  the 
IScssie  n,  eslimiates  are  feulmittcd  to  a  Committee  of  Supply,  and 
rt'K)]uticns  moved  thereon,  granting  to  the  Crown  the  sums  requisite 
for  the  management  of  the  various  de  partmcntsof  the  Government, 
and  ilie  support  of  various  public  and  private  institutions.  buch 
as  are  confiimed  ly  the  Ccmmittee  of  {Supply  are  reported  to  the 
Hcuse,  where  the^y  are  again  re-considercd  and  adopted,  or  rejected, 
as  the  case  may  be.  Upon  these  a  Bill  is  passed,  and  this  Supply 
Bill  furnishes  authority  to  the  Government  for  disbursing  the 
various  sums  appropriated.  '1  he  Upper  House  may  reject  this  or 
any  other  Money  Bill,  but  they  cannot  alter  or  amend  the  substance 
of  a  Supply  or  Money  Bill ;  such  a  course  would  be  rcgaided  as  an 
invasion  of  the  privileges  of  the  Lower  House.  Before  any  Bill 
can  be  introduced,  authorizing  tl.eexpcnditureof  any  public  money, 
resolutions  must  be  moved  in  Committee  of  Supply,  agreed  to  there, 
reported  and  confirmed  by  the  House . 


20.  Ways  and  Means. — As  the  Committee  of  Supply  relates 
to  the  expenditure  of  the  country,  so  the  functions  and  duties  of  a 
Committee  of  "Ways  and  Means  have  reference  to  the  funds  by 
which  such  expenditure  is  to  be  met.  Loans,  duties,  taxes,  excise 
and  revenue  of  every  description,  are  submitted  to  the  Committee 
of  Ways  and  Means.  The  propositions  of  Government  on  this 
subject  are  reduced  to  resolutions,  submitted,  considered  and 
decided  on,  and  such  as  arc  agreed  to  are  reported  to  the  House.    The 
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series  of  rosolutions  in  com.,  when  roportisd,  is  iv.'ml  a  1st  tiniJ,  /iro 
/oniui ;  then  a  2i\  time,  rn  bloc,  (not  i\ni  Jimt  vMolwtiou  ,1  2d  tiim;, 
as  formerly  the  practice  in  Canada.) — (^^irn  S/)r(fkei'n^  Drc.lmons,  No. 
S*d),iit  \\\\\c\\  i^tix^e  (f en i> nil  discnssion  of  the  subje(;t  takes  phicc. 
Tile  resolutions  are  tiien  read  sinr/lif,  when  discussion  is  confinc^dto 
thi-  subject  matter  of  each.  Those  wliich  may  be  acioptcd  or 
embodied  in  a  Bill  or  Mills,  and  in  due  course  and  form  biiconiu 
the  law  of  tin,'  land  As  in  Su|)|)ly  the  Upper  House  may  reject 
these  Uills,  but  cann(  t  amend  them,  nor  can  the  Ui)per  Fouso 
insert  a  pecuniary  penaltv'  in  any  l>ill.

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21.  Ad-jouunment,  PaoRofiATioN  AND  DrssoLUTiON Adjourn- 
ment is  a  postpojiement  of  the  sittings  or  proceedings  of  the 
House,  from  oiu;  time  to  another,  specitied  for  tiio  re-assumblagc. 
When  the  sittings  of  both  Houses  are  interrupted  by  royal  autho'-- 
ity,  it  is  called  prorogation.  Dissolution  puts  an  end  to  <^ho 
representative  character  of  the  individuals  who,  at  the  tin^e,  com- 
pose the  House  of  Commons,  and  Parliament  cannot  tlu'reforc 
assemble  until  after  a  new  election,  except  in  cases  hcrciniiftcr 
inentioned.  'J'Ik;  power  ot  adjournment  i.s  a  right  belonging  to 
each  Houst!,  and  there  are  no  restrictions  to  this  })ower. 

The  House  ot  (Jotnmons  can  interru[)t  vr  postpone  iiiiy  debate, 
deter  the  consideration  of  any  measure,  or  altogether  adjourn  its 
sitting,  but  the  practice  is  always  to  adjourn  to  some  stated  tinij; 
and  we  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  t!iat,  by  the  previous  perniis. 
sion  of  th(;  House,  the  8|,eaker  can  leave  *:he  Chair  for  a  certain 
number  of  hours  ;  but  this  does  not  amount  to  an  adjournment,  and 
could  not  be  noted  as  such  by  the  Clerk.  But  it  must  be  remarked 
that  the  adjournment  of  one  House  does  not  adjourn  the  other. 
The  Crown  may,  piuidiiig  an  adjournment,  summon  by  Proclamu- 
tion  either  House  or  both,  and  may  dirc^ct  either  House  or  both  to 
adjourn  to  any  particular  day.  But  while  the  power  (exists,  and 
although  in  forme-  times  it  has  been  frequently  exercised  in  the 
Imi?erial  Legislature,  it  has  giovvn  into  desuetude  il.ere  as  wl;11 
as  in  the  rr(>vinces  enjoying  the  iirivileges  of  their  own  Lo' al 
Legislatures. 

An  intlividual  member  may  for  a  time  interrupt  the  progress 
of  business  by  successive  motions  for  adjournment,  wliich  may  be 
rei)eated  indelinitely,  with  this  restriction  :  no  second  motion  to 
adjourn  can  be  made  until  after  some  intermediate  proceeding  shall 
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linvc  been  had.     The   motion  in  committee,  that  the    cliairman 
report  progress,  is  equivahnt  to  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  debate. 

Adjournment  does  not  ch»se  the  session,  nor  does  prorojfation 
torniinate  Parliament.  The  foimer  is  an  aet  wliich  eitlier  House 
c,  n  perform  ;  the  latter  is  a  power  vested  in  the  (;;rown,  the  dura- 
tion of  which  maybe  subst  quently  shortened  or  extend*  d  as  the 
Crown  pleases.  All  unfinished  business  terminates  and  dies  with 
a  j)ror(igation,  but  during  an  adjournment  they  remain  in  statu  quo 
to  be  revived  on  the  re-assembling  of  Parliament.  A  member  wbo 
Tiiovefi  the  adjournment  of  a  debate,  or  who  is  in  possession  of  the 
j1(i(ir  at  the  time  of  an  adjournment  is  said  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
ll(iii>e  with  the  right  to  re-open  the  debate  which  had  been  inter- 
niptid.  This  is  not  the  'ase,  however,  when  (ommittees  of  the 
whole  House  adjourn.  Prorogation  never  extends  beyond  forty 
(liiys,  but  it  may  be  repeated  from  time  to  tim»  by  proclamation, 
jiiid  continue  to  he  renewed  until  it  is  intended  tbut  Parliament 
shall  meet  for  the  despatch  of  business.  The  Crown  can  summon 
Parliament  to  meet  at  any  time  by  giving  fourteen  days'  notice. 
Dissolution  is  the  simple  death  of  Parliament  and  may  be  brought 
fihdut  in  two  ways,  either  by  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown,  rr  by  lapse 
of  time  for  which  it  was  called  into  existence.  'I  here  was  a  time 
wh(  n  the  existence  of  a  Parliament  terminate  d  by  the  demise  of 
the  (Jrown,  but  a  special  law  removed  this  provii<ion  of  the  Consti- 
tution. But  there  is  no  power  in  the  Constitution  by  which  a 
Parliament  in  Canada  can  he  extended  beyond  five  years.  If 
Parliament,  at  the  time  of  the  h'overeign's  death,  be  sepamted  by 
afijouinment  or  prorogation,  it  must  assemble  immediately,  or 
Avithiii  a  reasonable  period.  If  no  Parliament  be  then  in  existi  nee, 
the  members  of  the  last  must  again  meet,  and  may  serveas  a  Parlia- 
imnt  for  six  months  unless  sooner  prorogued.  By  the  British 
North  America  Act,  30  Sec,  it  is  provided  that  "  tbere  shall  be  a 
session  of  the  Canadian  Parliament  once,  at  least,  every  year,  so 
that  twelve  months  shall  not  intervene  between  the  last  sitting, 
etc."

1.  Speaking  Twice  on  Motion  checked. — 20  March  1838.  On 
motion  for  reference  of  Petition  of  Hon.  J.  G.  Chapais,  relative  to 
Kamouraska  election,  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and 
Elections,  a  debate  ensued,  in  which  Hon.  G.  E.  Cartier  drew  a. 
parallel  between  the  Lotbiniere  election  in  l'6^H  and  the  present 
case,  and  alluded  incidentally  to  the  Corrigan  murder.  Mr. 
Joly  rais(!d  a  point  of  order,  that  the  murder  of  Corrigan  hnd 
nothing  to  do  with  the  point  at  issue.  Objection  over-ruled,  and 
•debate  proceeded.  A.t  ^ts  close  the  Speaker  said  :  "  That  in  order 
"to  put  a  check  upon  such  sharp  retorts  as  they  had  been  listening 
<*  to,  he  would,  in  future,  enforce  a  rigid  observance  of  the  rule  for- 
<*  bidding  any  member  to  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same 
«'  motion . " — Debates,  p .  130. 

2.  Trade — Bill  on  Banking. — 27  March  1868.  On  motion  for 
fiecond  reading  of  the  Bill  to  enable  Banks  in  any  part  of  Canada  to 
use  notes  of  the  Dominion  instead  of  issuing  notes  of  iheir  own, 
the  Hon,  L,  H.  Ilolton,  contended,  "  that,  this  being  a  Bill  relating 
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«'  to  Trade,  aud  also  involving  a  pledge  of  the  public  credit,  it  ought 
<'  to  have  originated  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  House ;  and,  that 
<'  step  not  having  been  taken  prior  to  the  first  reading,  the  Bill 
"  cannot  now  be  read  a  second  time."  After  considerable  discussion^ 
KuLED  :  "  I  hold  that  the  Bill  does  not  involve  an  increased  pledge 
<'  of  the  public  credit,  and,  therefore,  oiiglit  (see  Rule  41),  and(J/ay, 
"  page  364)  strictly  to  have  originated  in  Committee  of  the  Wholo 
•'■  House." 

<'  But  the  Bill^  having  becm  read  a  first  time,  by  leave  of  the 
"  House,  and  -subsequently  having  been  moved  into  ('ommittee  upon 
"  the  resolutions,  w  liich  were  afterwards  concurred  in  by  the  House, 
»'  it  is  now  too  late  to  raise  the  objection.  In  none  of  the  prece- 
"  dents  quoted  where  Bills  of  this  class  were  rejected  on  the  '^nd  or 
"  3id  readings  had  the  House  been  in  (Committee, — that  proceeding 
''having  been  entirely  omitted.  Here  the  contrary  appears ;  and 
♦'  we  need  not  enquire  at  this  stage  whether  the  introduction  of  the 
<'  Bill,  or  the  resolutions  in  Committee,  were  the  first  step  in  point 
<'  of  time, 

"  I  think  the  Hon.  Member  is  not  required  to  proceed  ds  novo, 
"  but  may  go  on  with  his  Bill,"  The  Bill  was  then  read  a  second 
time. — Journal,]^.  161.  ^^    T  -asi         ti 

3,  Trade — BiU  on  Lisumnce. — 27  March  18G8.  On  motion  for 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  respecting  Insurance  Companies,  requir- 
ing the  deposit  of  a  guarantee  of  $50,000  from  lire,  and  $100,000  fiom 
Lite  Insurance  Companies,  to  be  made  in  Dominion  Stock,  the  Hon. 
L.IL  IloUon  objected  that—  "  this  Bill  relates  to  Trade,  and  should  be 
''  based  upon  resolutions  passed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  House. 
"  That  it  is  a  Bill  relating  to  Trade,  and  that,  from  che  terms  of  the 
"'British  North  America  Act,'  unless  it  could  be  so  treated,  it  is 
"  bey.md  the  jurisdiction  of  this  House,  as  it  is  only  under  the  head 
"  '  Relating  to  Trade  and  Commerce '  that  this  House  can  deal  with 
"  it,  and  that,  if  it  does  not  come  under  that  head,  the  jurisdiction 
*'  falls  to  the  Local  Legislature," 

After  much  discussion,  ruled  :  '*  I  hold  that  the  term  *  Trade' 
"  does  not,  in  its  general  and  popular  sense,  apply  to  Insurance. 
"  Tiade  means  buying  and  selling,  importing  and  exporting  goods 
*'  to  market,  banking,  railways,  navigation  and  telegraphs  ;  all  assist 
"  trade,  and  are  auxiliaries,  but  are  not  branches  of  trade  in  the 
"  popular  sense  ;  yet  certainly  the  first, '  Banking,'  is  more  intimately 
"  connected  with  Trade  than  Insurance.  I  do  not  find  that  Bills 
"  relating  to  these   subjects   must    necessarily    bj   considered   in 
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**  Committee  of  the  Whole  ,  sometimes  it  may  have  been  done,  but 
*'  the  practice  is  not  uniform,  and  I  see  no  rule  which  requires  it. 
*'  I  over-rule  the  point  of  order. 

The  House  then  proceeded  upon  the  Bill.  The  other  question 
raised  by  Mr.  HoKon,  viz:  "That  tlie  regulation  of  Insurance 
"  Companies  is  a  subject  properly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
*'  Provincial  Legislatures," — being  no  point  of  order,  but  a  question 
of  law,  was  advisedly  passed  over  by  the  Speaker.  It  was,  however, 
decided  by  the  House,  on  20  May  (see  Journal,  p.  426)  adversely  to 
Mr.  Hoi  ton's  objection.     Journal,!^.  161. 

4.  Amendment  Inconsistent  ivith  Motion.  —  6  A^nil  1868.  Ou 
motion,  for  an  iiddress  for  copies  of  certain  papers,  including  copies 
of  any  instructions  to  IJon.  Dr.  Tupj)er,  now  on  a  mission  to  Eng- 
land, Dr.  Parker  moved  in  amendment,  an  addition  to  the  address, 
requesting  the  recall  of />r.  Tuppcr .  Mr.  Morris  objected  that  the 
amendment  was  inconsistent  with  the  main  motion,  and  that  both 
"would  be  unintelligible  if  co-joined.  Objection  over-rdled.  Journal, 
p.  185. 

5.  Complex  Amendment  to  Motion  into  Commtttee  of  Svpply . — 
6  May  1808.  On  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  Siippl/,  Hon.  Mr, 
lioUon  moved,  in  amendment,  that  it  is  expedient  to  reduce  tlie 
salary  of  the  Governor-General,  and  salaries  of  all  Government 
employes  receiving  more  than  $800  per  annum,  and  to  provide 
against  salaried  officers  receiving  emolument  for  special  services. 
lion.  Mr.  Dunkin  objected  to  the  amendment  as  being  complex,  and 
requiring  sub-division  in  order  to  a  regular  vote  thereon,  while, 
being  an  amendment  to  go  into  Committee  of  bupply,  it  cannot,  it 
so  put,  be  divided,  or  an  amendment  upon  it  moved.  Ruved  : — 
**  This  motion,  which  contains  thr<!e  distinct  propositions,  on  each 
*'  of  which  a  separate  question  might  be  put  (and  which  is  therefore 
*' a  complex  motion),  is  not,  therefore,  irregular,  or  out  of  order. 
"  The  House  could,  in  general,  according  to  precedent,  order  a  com- 
"  plicated  motion  to  be  divided.  But  that  could  only  be  done  by 
"  «mending  the  motion,  which  cannot  be  done  now,  for  but  one 
"  amendment  can  be  moved  in  going  into  Committee  of  Supply. 
*'  Therefore,  the  motion  must  stand  'r  fall  as  a  whole.  The  diffi- 
*'  culty  pointed  out  by  the  Hon.  Member  for  Bronie  is  one  which 
"  does  not  affect  the  regularity  of  the  motion,  and  that  1.  all  that  I 
♦'have  to  deal  with."  Amendment  put  and  negatived.  Journal, 
p.  268. 
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6.  Petitions  for  Moneij  Refused.  —  Tlie  reception  of  various 
Fefitions,  on  the  ground  that  they  asked  for  grants  of  public  money, 
or  aid,  and  mere  not  recommended  by  the  Croion,  was  rejected  on  the 
following  oc.asions:  7  May  1868,  Journal^  p.  1J97  ;  1,  3,  7,  10  March 
1870,  Journal,  pp.  30,  32,  40,  56  ;  11  March,  7  and  23  Af>ril  1870, 
Journal,  pp.  59,  167,  233;  20  I'chruary  and  3  xMarch  1871,  Jour  al^ 
pp.  18,  44,  and  on  sc^veral  other  occasions,  for  which  refer  to  Index 
of  Journals.  (Sec  also  No.  52  he?eot,  relative  to  Petitions  for 
Exemptions  from  Taxation.      See  also  No.  12  hereof.) 

7.  Amenhnents — Greater  Expenditure  than  in  Message — Unneces- 
sar;i  Instruction  to  Committee. — 16  May  1868.  On  motion  to  receivo 
report  of  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  Bill  respecting 
Militia  and  Defence,  Mr.  Pope  moved,  in  amendment,  to  re-commit 
the  Bill,  to  consider  two  resolutions  ;  the  first  declaring  the  inex- 
pediency and  injustice  of  present  large  sums  paid  to  Staff  Officers, 
while  Battalion  and  Company  Officers  are  inadequately  paid  ;  the 
second  providing  that  no  money  shall  be  paid  to  Staff  Officers  until 
such  time  as  all  the  officers  of  the  Forfe  are  properly  considered, 
&c.  The  Hon.  A.  T.  (Halt  proposed,  in  amendment  thereto,  to  refer 
the  Bill  back  to  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  so  adjusting  the 
Militia  expenditure,  that  the  officers  "  may  receive  such  allowance 
"  as  will  distinguish  between  their  respective  ranks  and  that  of  the 
'•men."  Hon.  Mr.  //oZ/o??,  raising  the  question  of  order  on  /^ow. 
GaWs  amendment,  Ruled  :— "  Not  in  order,  inasmuch  as  its  adop- 
"tion  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  a  greater  sum  than  that 
" recomr^^ended  by  His  Excellency's  Message."  Hon.  Sir  John 
"  Mac'lonald,  raising  the  question  of  order  v  >  Mr.  Pope^s  amend- 
*'  ment,  Ruled  : — "  Not  in  order,  inasmuch  as,  if  adopted,  it  would  be 
"an  instruction  to  the  Committee  to  consider  certain  resolutions 
<•  which  could  have  been  considered  without  any  instruction  from. 
•'the  House;  and,  moreover,  that  it  involves  an  increase  of  the 
•Public  Expenditure  over  that  recommended  l>y  the  message  from 
"His  Excellency  the  Governor-General."     Journal  p.  390. 

8.  Petition  for  Canal  Construction  Received^  Id  April  \8Q9.  On. 
presentation  of  petition  for  construction  of  Ottawa  Ship  Canal,  Mr. 
Alex.  Mackenzie  objected  to  its  reception,  on  the  ground  that  it 
involved  an  expenditure  of  public  money.  Ruled  :  "  That, 
"although  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  if  granted,  might  ultimately 
"  involve  the  expenditure  of  public  money,  yet,  as  it  related  only 
"(lirecHy  to  public  works,  it  might  be  received  without  any  viola<- 
"tion  of  the  rules."  On  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Justice, 
reception  delayed  till  next  sitting. 
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When  aj^ain  prcsontcd,  Mr.  Mackenzie  raised  a  sinuiiir  oltjci- 
tion  A  sliort  debate  ensuing!;,  huled  :  '-The  reception  of  thi«  peti- 
"  iion  is  objected  to,  because  of  the  rule  adopted  last  sesi-ion,  Avhei,. 
" for  the  first  time,  tlie  Enfj^lish  practice  was  introduced  into  this-. 
"Chamber.  [7  Maij,  18G8,  Journal^  p.  297.]  These  are  the  Avordi- 
<'in  which  the  decision  of  the  Chair  was  then  announced: — Though 
"there  is  no  rule  of  this  House  expressly  applicable  to  the  question, 
"yet  by  rule  116,  it  is  ordered  that  in  improvided  cases,  the  rules, 
"usages  and  foims  of  the  English  House  of  Commons  are  to  be  fol- 
"  lowed.  The  practice  in  England  has  been  clearly  again r,c  the 
"  reception  of  such  petitions,  and  I  find,  by  a  Standing  Order  of  the 
"House  of  Commons  of  the  20th  March,  18GG,  it  is  declared:  — 
"'That  this  House  will  receive  no  petition  for  any  sum  relating  to 
"'Public  Service,  or  proceed  upon  any  motion  for  a  grant  or 
-"  <■  charge  U})on  the  Public  Revenue,  whether  payable  out  of  the 
" 'Cons()iid.'it(Hl  Fund,  or  out  of  moneys  to  be  provideti  by  Parlia- 
"'mcnt,  unless  recommended  from  the  Crown.'  That  decision 
"having  been  given,  the  House  agreed  unanimously  to  rtdopt  it  as 
"the  rule  to  be  followed  in  future.  The  present  Petition  does  not, 
"in  my  opinion,  coTiie  within  that  rule.  It  is  very  general  in  its 
"  terms.  It  sets  cut  a  variety  of  facts  with  reference  to  the  con- 
" striiclion  of  a  work  whicli  %\'ould,  no  doubt,  involve  an  expendi- 
"  ture  of  money,  but  it  concludes  w:*th  these  words  : — '  Therefore 
"'your  petitioners  humbly  request  that  Your  Honorable  House 
"'will  take  such  measures  as  will  cause  the  obstructions  to  this 
"'navigation  to  be  removed,  and  an  uninterrupted  line,  to  the  full 
" '  capacity  of  the  leading  channel,  and  the  supply  of  water  from 
<' '  the  summit  level,  opened  throughout.'  Now,  as  I  take  it,  this 
"is  not  a  petition  asking  for  any  grant,  which  would  be  a  charge 
"  on  the  public  exchequer,  and  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  my  duty, 
"  sitting  in  this  chair,  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  people  to 
"petition  this  House,  unless  there  is  a  clear  rule  of  this  House, 
"which  would  prevent  the  petition,  beyond  a  doubt,  from  being 
"received.  I  cannot  so  apply  the  rule,  for  by  express  language  it 
"does  not  cover  this  case.  This  is  not  a  petition  asking  for 
"money.  It  is  a  petition  asking  simply  for  legislation,  and  were 
"I  to  say  that  the  petition  came  within  that  rule,  I  should  be 
"  opposing  my  authority  against  the  rights  of  the  public  at  large  to 
"approach  this  House.  If  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  House  to 
■"  exclude  petitions  of  this  class  in  future,  the  proper  way  would  be 
*<■  to  adopt  a  substantive   rule,  which  would  clearly  exclude  such 
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''petitions.     I     consider,    therefore,    that    the    petition    must    be 
'received."     The  petition  was  then  received.     Journal  p.  22. 

9.  Motion  Over-ruled. — Committee  on  Depreciated  Silver. — 26  May 
1869.  Mr.  Dufresne  moved  that  the  House  go  into  Committee,  on 
Monday  next,  to  consider  a  resolution,  declaring  the  expediency  of 
the  purchase,  by  the  Dominion,  of  depreciated  silver  coins  now  in 
circulation,  their  export,  and  the  substitution  of  Dominion  notes. 
A  debate  ensued,  when  the  Speaker  «uled,  his  fittention  having 
been  called  to  a  point  of  order,  that: — "The  motion  involved  a 
"charge  rpon  the  public  revenue,  and  should  originate  by  Message 
'■  from  His  Excellency."  Motion  withdrawn.  Ottawa  Times  Debates, 
p.  11. 

10.  Amendments  Over-ruled — Nenifoundland  Public  Lands. — 10 
June,  1869.  On  motion  ol  concurrence  in  resolutions,  reported 
from  Committee,  on  Union  of  Newfoundland  with  Canada,  3Ir. 
Blake  moved  an  amendment,  relative  to  Newfoundland  Public 
Lands ;  negatived.  Hon.  Mr.  Wood  moved  an  amendment,  relative 
to  the  lands,  and  to  financial  arrangements ;  Kdled  :  Out  of 
"order,  inasmuch  as  it  alters  the  manner  in  which  the  amount' 
"  recommended  by  His  Excellency's  Message  is  to  be  applied."  Mr. 
Wood  subsequently  moved  another  amendment  relative  to  lands 
only  ;  Ruled  ;  Out  of  order,  the  House  having  decided  upon  this 
question,  on  J/?'.  i?/aA;e's  amendment .     Journal,  ^g.  219.  ^   "^-l 

1 1 .  Nova  Scotia  Financial  arrangements^  Amendments,  Abstract 
principle.

"  approached  again,  this  session,  unless  a  Message  came  down 
"from  the  Crown  recommending  such  additional  expenditure."

12.  Private  Motion  for  Taxation  over-ruled. — l^June  1869.  Reso- 
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That  the  objection   was  gooH,  as  the  Resolution

Over-ruled,  inasmuch  as 
motions  for  imposition  of  duties  should  emanate  from  Government.

1 3 .  Amendments  Irrelevant.— 30  March  1 870.  Of  motion  of  Mr. 
Blake,  for  an  Address  to  the  Queen,  for  Imperial  Legislation,  to  debar 
the  Canadian  Parliament  from  disturbing  the  financial  arrangements 
of  Union  between  the  Provinces,  two  amendments,  objected  to  as 
irrelevant  and  vague,  were  ruled  in  order.     Journal,  \)^,  122-127. 

14.  Canada  School  Lands — liesolution  Irregular. — 4  April  1870« 
On  motion  of  lion.  Mr.  Wood,  for  the  adoption  of  a  resolution, 
detailing  the  proceedings  of  the  Government  of  the  1  ite  Province  of 
Canada  respecting  the  Crown  and  School  Lands,  declaring  that  good 
faith  towards  the  settlers  required  that  Government  to  make  certain 
provisions  which  it  had  failed  to  do,  and  that  the  objection  to  carry 
out  the  compact  made  witli  the  settlers,  devolves  upon  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  under  the  B.N.  A.  Act:  Mr.  CflSrtw<<  object*  d  that 
the  resolution  cannot  be  considered  in  the  manner  proposed,  and 
should  have  originated  in  Committee  of  the  whole  House.  The 
Speaker  ruled  : 
unquestionably 

Dominion.  With  regard  to  a  point  raised  by  the  member  for  Lamb- 
ton,  as  to  the  Dominion  Government  "  having  power  to  pay  this 
"  money  out  of  the  Provincial  subsidies,  the  very  circumstance  of

1 5 .  Motion  on  Hop  Interest — Abstract  Principle — Resolution  a  feel- 
ing Trade. — 4  April  1870.  On  motion  of  concurrence  in  Report  of 
Select  Committee  on  Hop-growing  and  Salt  interests,  Hon  Mr. 
Wood  objected  that  adoption  of  motion  would  lead  to  imposition  of 
duties.  Objection  over-ruled,  as  it  does  not  follow  conclusively 
that  a  tax  or  duty  will  be  imposed  ;  the  measures  asked  for  are 
measures  of  relief,  so  far  as  the  House  is  informed.  The  Hon.  Sir 
G.  E.  Cartier  objected,  that  the  subject  matter  of  the  Report  related 
to  Trade,  and  should  originate  in  Committee  of  the  whole  House, 
Objection  over-ruled,  as  this  rule,  in  express  terms,  is  confined  to 
Bills  only  ;  and   the   Speaker  thought  the  House  might  adopt  a 
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Report  of  this  general  character,  which  would  leave  it  uncommitted 
as  to  specific  measures.     Journal,  p.  147. 

16  Instruction  to  a  Commissiin  not  appointed.  4  April  1870. 
Motion  to  give  certain  instructions  to  the  Commission  shortly  to  ho 
iip])ointcd  to  consider  the  (piestion  of  Canals.  Over-uuled,  as  the 
motion  j)urports  to  give  an  instruction  to  a  Commission  which  is 
not  appointed.     Motion  withdrawn.     Journal,  p.  149. 

17.  Senate  Bdl  providing  Expenditure. — 5  April  1870.  On 
motion  for  3rd  reading  of  Bill  from  the  Senate,  amending  the  Act 
relating  to  Lighthouses,  Hon.  Mr.  Holton  called  attention  to  certain 
clauses,  which  make  dispositions  resi)tcting  public  expenditure. 
Ohjection  over-ruled.  '•'  By  referring  to  the  authorities,  it  appeared 
••  tliat  the  Commons  had  accepted  provisions  in  Bills  from  the 
••  Lords  creating  charges  not  directly  imposed  by  the  Bill,  hut  to  ho 
"  defrayed  out  of  moneys  to  he  provided  hy  Parliament ;  hut  that 
>'  exception  having  been  taken  to  this  practice,  it  did  not  appear  to 
'•  have  been  continued  since  1860."  The  i)resent  Bill  fell  far  short 
of  the  class  of  Bills  alluded  to.  A  clause  in  it  provides  that 
notliing  in  the  Act  shall-  au^^liorize  expenditure  by  the  Minister, 
until  previously  sanctioned  by  Parliament.  No  contract  could 
tlierefore  be  entered  into  unless  thus  previously  sanctioned.  (Ex- 
tracts.)

18.  Amendment  not  connected  with  Motion.  —  21  April  1870. 
Upon  reading  of  Resolutions  reported  from  Committee  of  Su[)ply, 
to  defray  expenses  of  certain  Dimiiiiion  offices,  Mr.  Mackenzie 
moved,  "  That  this  House  regrets  that  the  Grovernment  should

concurring,  over-ruled  it.  Mr.  Mackenzie's  motion  was  put  and 
negatived.

1 9 .  Amendment  changing  Expenditure  recommended  by  Message. — 
6  Mag  1870.  On  motion  for  third  reading  of  the  Bill  for  Civil  Ser- 
vice Superannuation,  Mr.  Godin  moved  an  amendment  as  to  the 
mode  of  administering  the  fund,  and  providing  that  no  officer  shall 
benefit  unless  he  has  contributed  to  the  fund  during  five  years,  and 
that  widows  and  orphans  of  employees  shall  benefit,  &c.,  &c. 
Amendment  objected  to,  Imp.  Act,  30  Vic,  c  3,  sec.  54,  providing 
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that  the  House  of  Commons  shall  not  pass  any  vote,  resolution,  &c., 
for  any  appropriation  to  any  purpose  not  first  recommended  by 
Message  of  tlie  Governor-General  during  the  Scime  session  as  the 
vote.  Objection  msfuhied,  and  amendment  over-ruled.  "  This 
*'  amendment  proposes  a  substantial  change  from  the  proposal 
*'  recommended  in  the  Message  of  2nd  May  inst.,"  &c.  Journal,  p. 
303. 

20.  Trade — Bill  on  Insurance — Question  alreadr  passed  upon. — 
6  &  11  Map,  1870.  On  motion  for  second  'adir'  of  Uill  to  limit 
the  rate  of  interest,  .t  was  objected  to,  as  '•'  ,  ■  3d  to  Trade,  and 
should  therefore  have  originated  in  Committ  •  t>i  ;-  ^  Whole.  The 
iSi5eaA:(??  in  a  lengthy  decision,  and  quoting  p  ijiiis  ruled,  that 
the  term  "  Trade  "  does  not,  in  its  general  and  populai  nse,  apply 
to  insurance.  "  Banking,  railways,  navigation,  and  telegraphs,  all 
*'  assist  Trade  and  are  its  auxiliaries,  but  are  not  branches  of  Trade 
"  in  the  popular  sense;  yet  certainly  the  first,  'Banking,'  is  more 
"  intimately  connected  with  Trade  than  Insurance.  I  do  not  find 
<'  that  Bills  relating  to  these  subjects  must  necessarily  be  first  con- 
«  sidcred  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  ;  sometimes  it  may  have  been 
*'  done,  but  the  practice  is  not  uniform,'  and  I  see  no  rule  which 
"  requires  it."  The  Speaker  therefore  allowed  the  Bill  to  be  proceeded 
with.  (Mr.  Mills  then  objected,  and  the  Speaker  concurred  that 
the  same  question  had  substantially  been  already  brought  before 
the  House  and  postponed  for  three  months  ;  whereupon  the 
order  for  its  second  reading  was  discharged.)  Journal,  pp.  313.

21.  Motion  Respecting  Re-vole  Re-committed. — 10  May  1870. 
The  order  of  the  day  being  read,  for  resuming  debate  of  amend- 
ment proposed  on  2 1st  April,  to  concurrence  in  resolution  of  Com- 
mittee, appropriating  $1,300,000  for  settlement  and  government  of 
N.W.  Territories  (Re-vote)  which  amendment  provided  that  no 
Dominion  funds  should  be  expended  for  regaining,  by  force  of  arms, 
possession  of  the  Territory,  &c. 

Hon.  Mr.  Dunkin  moved,  amendment  to  amendment,  to  refer 
the  resolution  back  to  Committee  of  Supply,  for  reconsideration 
with  Message  transmitting  Supplementary  Estimates  for  1 869-70, 
and  with  such  estimates  presently  imder  reference  to  said  Commit- 
tee. Hon.  Mr.  Holton  objected,  that  as  this  was  a  re-vote  of  last 
year,  and  the  Committee  of  Supply  had  already  before  it  a  second 
Message,  accompanying  the  Supplementary  Estimates,  recommend- 
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iiig  a  rc-voto  in  anotlior  form,  one  or  other  must  be  witlidnnvn. 
Objection  over-ruled  ;  The  House  can  know  nothin^f  of  wluit  goes 
on  before  the  Coniniittce  of  Supply  until  it  reports.  TIk;  resolution 
which  is  proposed  to  he  referred  liack,  may.  or  may  not,  he 
intended  for  the  same  sum  of  money  as  that  in  the  Su|)plementary 
Estimates  wliich  have  also  heen  referred  to  same  Committee.  If 
two  resolutions  are  rejmrted  for  two  distinct  sums,  the  House  can 
then  refuse  concurrence  in  one  or  other  of  them.  3[r.  DunkMa 
amendment  i)ut  and  carried.     Journal,  pp.  330,  340. 

22.  Motion  Over-ruled  for  Address  on  I^iov.  oj  Canada  Debt. — 
Q  March,  1871.  Hon.  Mr.  Dorion  moved  that  the  House  will,  on 
"Wednesday  next,  go  into  Comm'  tee,  to  consider  certain  resolutions, 
for  an  Address  to  the  Queen,  for  amendment  of  the  B.N. A.  Act,  to 
assign  the  debt  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada  entirely  to  tlic 
Dominion,  &c. 

The  Speaker,  concurring  in  an  objection  raised  1>5'  lion.  Sir  G. 
E.  Cartier,  Over-ruled  the  motion,  as  conflicting  with  Sec.  !)4,  of 
B.N.A.  Act,  which  debars  the  House  from  any  vote,  address,  &c., 
for  appropriation  of  Revenue  not  first  recommended  by  Message. 
<'  The  contention  is  that  the  juoposed  appropriation  being  beyond 
<;tlie  power  of  tlie  Parliament  of  Canada,  this  provision  f>f  the 
"  Statute  cannot  therefore  apply.  In  its  literal  construction  it  docs 
'•apply  to  the  motion,  and  certainly  it  seems  to  me  to  the  full  as 
"necessary  in  a  constitutional  sense,"  kc     Journal,  p.  50. 

23.  Decision  on  Motions — Address^  Debt  of  the  Prov.  of  Canada. 
— 9  &  13  March,  1871.  Hon.  Mr.  Doricn  moved  an  Address  to  the 
Queen,  praying  that  the  B.N.A.  Act  be  amended,  to  authorize  the 
Canadian  Parliament  to  legislate  on  all  questions  connected  with 
siuplus  debt  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada. 

Hon.  Sir  G.  E.  Cartier  moved  an  amendment,  to  the  effect  that 
the  House  refrains  from  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  award 
rendered  hy  the  Arbitrators  upon  said  debt. 

Hon.  Mr.  Chauveau  moved  a  second  amendment,  declaring  that 
the  House  will  give  its  most  favorable  consideration  to  any  mea- 
sure introduced  by  the  Government,  to  arrange  existing  financial 
difficulties  between  Ontario  and  Qiiebec,  "and  involving  any  aid 
« on  the  part  of  the  Dominion  commensurate  with  the  importance 
"  of  the  object  itself,  and  with  our  resources  ;  due  regard  being  had 
"  to  the  rights  of  the  other  Provinces." 
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Mr.  Milh  ''Botliw('ll)  liiivinj;-  olyjt'ctcd  to  the  hiiivx  motion,  as 
involvin;^^  an  a|)i)r()|niation,  and  asking  tiic  House  to  conmiit  itself 
to  an  ('xpen(litui(!  of  money,  whicli  cannot  hv  done  without  a  Messag(! 
from  the  Uoveinmont,  hi'led  :  "  Tiiat  the  said  motion  iK  out  of  order.' 

Hon.  Mr.  Ilollon  movi'd  an  amen<hnent  to  Sir  G.  E.  Cartiers 
amen(hneiit,  exprc^ssinj;-  tlu'  ri'^ret  of  tii>^  House  tliat  tlie  (Jovernor- 
(Jenerai  had  not  l>een  advised  to  recommend  the  adoj)tion  of  an 
Addrjss  to  tlie  Queen,  similar  to  that  set  forth  in  Mr.  JJorion^s 
ori<;inal  motion.     lIou.'<e  adjourned. 

Previously  to  the  House  resuming  consideration  hereof,  on 
March  1:5,  the  Speaker  corrected  tlie  entry  on  the  Journal  of  the  fore- 
going mi.ixc.  "The  motion  Avas  out  of  order,  in  my  opinion,  not 
"because  it  i)roj)osed  an  a])proi)riation  of  public  money  within  the 
''meaning  of  the  r)4th  Section  of  the  British  North  America  Act, 
'•and  should  have  been  j)receded  by  Message,  but  because  it 
"  involved  an  increase  to  the  Public  7Jebt,  and  should  therefore 
'•have  been  first  considered  in  CUmimittee  of  the  Whole. 

"  I  am  aware  that  it  is  doubted  whether  it  is  a  correct  rule  of 
"Parliamentary  practice  that  every  abstract  proposition  which,  if 
'•acted  on,  would  increase  the  Public  Debt  of  the  country,  should  be 
'•  first  considered  in  Ccmimittee ;  but  my  opinicm  (m  the  point  has 
"been  expressed  on  two  or  thiee  occasions,  and  I  sliall  so  ccmtinue 
"to  decide,  unless  the  House  should  think  i)r(*per  to  express  a  con- 
'•trary  opinion.  This  rule,  lunvever,  being  self-impos(Ml.  may  be 
'•enforced  or  relaxed  as  the  House  shall  determine.  But  the  consti- 
'•  tutional  rule  ccmtained  in  the  r)4tli  Section  of  the  Imperial  Act  is 
"  one  that,  being  absolutely  binding,  should  be  neither  extended 
"  nor  restrained  by  implication,  but  should  at  all  times  be  most 
" guaidedly  considered  by  the  House." 

This  decision  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  Mr. 
TToltori's  amendment  was  negatived,  and  Sir  G.  Cariier*s  carried. 
Journal,  pp.  02  and  72. 

,  24.  B/ll  on  Stamp  Duties,  simply  Declaratory.  —  KJ  and  20 
March  1871.  On  second  reading  of  Bill  to  remove  doubts  as  to 
the  liability  to  stamp  duties  of  Premium  Notes,  taken  or  held  by 
Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies,  Hon.  L.  H.  //oZ^om  objected  that, — 
under  section  54  of  B.N.A.  Act,  the  Bill  must  first  be  recommended 
by  Message  from  the  Crown,  and  also  that  it  should  have  originated 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Decision  reserved,  and  debate  adjourned. 

On    March  20,    the   Speaker  ruled : — "  The   Bill    is   to  remove 
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"doubts;  and  declares  iluit  eeitain  notes  sluill  he  deenie<l  to  be 
<' jjioniissoiy  notes  witliin  tlie  nieaninj; ot  the  Act  31  Vic.  clwij).  9, 
"iind  sliall  be  subject  to  the  duties  thereby  imposed,  and  it  juovides 
<•  that  all  such  notes  heretofore  givi'U  and  not  staniped^shall  be  made 
««  valid  by  a  double  stamp. 

<'  There  being  no  appropriation  of  money  proposed,  there  need 
<i  bo  no  recommendation  from  the  ("rovvn  ;  and  tlie  objection  rests  on 
''the  ground  that,  as  it  involves  an  additional  charge  on  the  people, 
'the  Bill  should  have  originate<l  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and 
"should,  mor'-over,  have  been  pr()])osc(l  liy  a  Minister. 

'•  It  appears  to  me  that  the  Bill  is  merely  declaratory,  and  that 
'•  it  involves  no  new  charge  except  in  so  far  as  the  double  stamp 
•'duty  may  eflect  that  purpose.  On  looking  carefully  at  the  3lKt 
'•  Vic.  chap,  i),  I  tind  bv  sectictn  7  that  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
''declare  that  any  kind  or  class  of  instiuments,  as  to  which  doubts 
"exist,  shall  be  chargeable  with  any  and  what  duty  under  the  Act  ; 
"and  by  sections  10,  11  and  1 2,  provisions  are  enacted  to  render 
"valid  notes  in  the  hands  of  innocent  holders,  and  notes  passed  to 
''  third  parties.  The  jjrovisions  as  to  double  stamps  in  the  present 
"Bill  is  merely  an  extension  of  the  former  Act  in  its  remedial 
"  clauses  to  the  class  of  notes  here  referred  to,  and  which  are  now 
''declared  to  be  within  that  Act. 

"  The  Bill  is  one  which,  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  may  be  pro- 
"  perly  introduced  and  proceeded  with  by  a  i)rivate  Member. 

"  The  question,  generally ,  whether  private  Members  may  in- 
"troduce  and  proceed  upon  measures  relating  to  taxation,  v.hicli 
"  was  discussed  in  the  course  of  the  argument,  is  on"  of  very  grave 
"  importance,  and,  though  not  needful  to  the  decision  of  the  inesent 
"  objections,  I  tliink  it  proper  to  say  a  few  words  ujion  it  to  the 
"  House.  Instances  may  undoubtedly  be  found  in  the  Journals  of 
"the  English  House  of  Commons,  of  Bills  and  Motions  by  private 
"  Members  to  increase  taxation,  some  of  which  have  passed  imchal- 
"  longed,  whilst  in  other  cases  the  indirect  assent  of  a  Minister  has 
"boon  deemed  sufficient.  Recently,  however,  in  186D,  a  high 
"  authority.  Sir  Thomas  Erskine  May,  stated  before  a  Joint  Commit- 
"  tee  of  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament,  that  '  no  private  Member  is 
" '  permitted  to  propose  an  Imj)erial  tax  upon  the  peoi)le  ;  it  must 
"  '  proceed  from  a  Minister  of  the  Crown,  or  be  in  some  other  form 
"'declared  to  be  necessary  for  the  public  service.' 

"  I  think  the  House  may  properly  accept  of  this  as  the  correct 
'  construction  of  the  rules  regulating  the  introduction  of  similar 
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"  measures.  The  Motion  or  Bill  sh(»ul(I  either  l)e  introduced  l>y  a 
"  Minister,  or,  if  initiated  l>y  a  |:rivat(!  Mi^mber  (a  practice  which 
"  should  not  be  encoura.<,^e(l),  a  Minister  should  assume  the  rospon- 
«<  sihility  of  it  by  sif^nifyiu';  the  consent  of  the  Government  to  its 
"  being  catertained  by  the  Jfousc. 

"  If  the  House  agrees  with  me  as  to  the  desirability  of  adopting 
"  tliis  constitutional  restriction,  it  will  become  my  duty  to  enforce 
"  the  observance  of  the  rule  liereafter," 

The  Bill  was  then  read  and  committed.     Journal,  pp.  96,  112. 

25.  Amendment  Contrary/  to  Previous  Decisions. — 22  tji^2?  March, 
I87l.  The  House  having  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
a  Bill  to  amend  the  Acts  relating  to  dutie;^  of  Customs,  Hon.  Sir  F. 
Jli neks  moved  that  the  Bill  be  read  a  third  time  to-morrow.  The 
JJon.  L.  II.  Ilolton  moved  in  amendment  that  the  Bill  be  now 
re-committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  for  the  purpose 
of  so  amending  the  same  as  to  re[)eal  the  duties  on  coal,  coke, 
wheat  and  Hour.  lion.  Mr.  i^^anc/te^  moved  an  amendment  to  the 
amendment,  adding  the  words,  »  and  also  salt,  peas  and  beans,  etc." 
This  was  agreed  to  on  division.  Then  Mr.  Colh-i  moved,  in 
further  amendment,  to  sul)stitute  for  Mr.  Holton's  amendment,  us 
now  amended,  a  resolution  that :  "  It  is  inexpedient,  during  the 
"  present  Session  of  Parliament,  to  make  any  alteration  in  the 
"  existing  duties  on  coal,  coke,  wheat,  flour,  salt,  peas  and  beans, 
"  barley,  rye,  oats,  Indian  corn,  buckwheat  and  all  other  grain, 
"  Indian  meal,  oatmeal  and  flour  or  meal  of  any  other  grain," 
inserted  instead  thereof ; 

Objectit)n  being  taken  by  Mr.  Ilolton,  as  it  proposes  to  strike 
out  certain  words  which  the  House  has  already  decided  shall  form 
jiart  of  the  question  ;  Rdled  :  "  The  point  of  order  is  well  taken. 
"  It  seems  conclusively  so  by  English  authority,  and  there  is  good 
"  reason  for  it,  The  House  has  pronounced  its  decision  upon  the 
"  proposition  that  salt  and  other  articles  shall  form  part  of  the 
•'  question  to  be  submitted  to  the  House,  and  now  the  House  is 
<'  asked  to  say  that  they  shall  be  struck  out  of  the  question . 

"  This  would  be  a  contradiction,  and  is  clearly  out  of  order." 
Journal,  pp.  131,  132. 

26.  Amendment  Substantially  Same  as  Original  Motion,  but  Difer- 
ing  in  Details — 23  ^  27  March,  1871.  Mr.  Blake  moved  that  the 
House  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee,  to  consider  the 
following  re  ;ohitions  :  I .  Detailing  the  legislative  action  on  which 
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Oonfodcrution  was  based.  2.  Dofining  tho  provisions  in  tho  B.N. A, 
Act  for  tho  admission  of  tho  N.W.  Torritorios  into  tho  Union. 
3,  4  &  5.  Setting  forth  tlio  mcaHurcs  already  taken  and  proposed  to

The  Hon.  Sir  G.  E.  Cartier  moved,  in  amendment,  six  resolu- 
tions, the  first  tive  detailing  Legislative  and  Governmental  measures 
taken  for  establishing  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  and  7th,  "That 
•'the  provisions  of  the  said  draft  Act  meet  the  ap])roval  of  this 
'House,  and  are  in  consonance  with  the  will  of  this  House,  as 
'•  oxpreshed  in  the  most  formal  manner  in  the  said  Act  rehiting  to 
••  Manitoba." 

The  Hon.  A.  A.  Dorion  moved,  in  amendment  to  tho  amend- 
ment, that,  "  Irrespective  of  the  merits  of  the  measures  j)ropo8ed 
'•  l»y  the  Government  of  Canada  to  be  submitted  to  the  Imi)erial 
'•  Parliament  for  the  purpose  of  contirming  certain  Canadian  Legis- 

•  laticm  depriving  the  Parliament  of  Canada  of  certain  existing 
"powers,  and  altering  the  British  North  America  Act,  18G7,  this 
"  House  would  be  wanting  in  its  duty  if  it  did  not  exi)res8  its 
'•  decided  opinion  that  no  such  Imperial  Legislation  should  be 
••  asked  for  by  the  Government  of  Canada,  except  after  the  details 
"  of  such  proposed  Legislation  shall  have  been  submitted  to  both 
•'  Houses  of  the   Parliament  of  Canada   for  their  judgment,   and 

•  addresses  of  such  Houses  to  the  Queen,  praying  for  such  Legisla- 
•■  tion,  shall  have  been  passed." 

Mr.  Harrison  objected  to  this  amendment,  as  being,  in  cff-^ct, 
the  same  as  that  involved  in  the  original  motion.     Ruled  :  "  Tho 

•  amendment  is  in  order.  It  proposes  to  the;  House  a  resolution 
•■  which  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  involved  in  the  original 
"  motion,  but  it  omits  considerable  matter  of  recital,  both  of  fact 
'•  and  law,  and  in  that  respect,  I  think,  the  p'  oposition  is  one  which 
"  the  Honorable  Member  may  propose  as  an  tmendment.  He  may 
•'  say  very  properly,  as  he  does  say,  that  he  has  no  desire  to  commit 
^'  the  House  to  the  recitals  which  form  a  part  of  f^he  original  motion. 
*'  I  think  the  motion  is  therefore  in  order."

I  think 
it  rests  with  the  House."

])rocisely  the  «^flme,  word  for  word,  it  would  still  be  open  to  the 
H(nse1o  consider  the  Motion  of  the  Minister  of  Militia  at  this 
sl.ge.  The  reason  of  tliat  is  this: — The  Motion  of  the  Honorable 
JI ember  of  Sherbrocke  was  offered  by  way  of  amendment,  as  an 
,'illcrnative  pvoposilicn  to  the  House.  The  House  had  its  option 
to  adopt  either  the  Main  Motion,  which  was  to  read  the  Address  a 
s('(<  ndtimeyiereand  then,  or  to  adopt  the  Motion  of  the  Honorable 
Mcniler  for  Sherbrocke,  which  was  to  posljjcne  the  reading  of  that 
Address  to  a  future  day,  and  to  resolve  certain  things.  The  House, 
in  negativing  the  Motion  of  the  Honorable  Member  for  Sherbrookc, 
has  not  passed  upon  the  Resolution  contained  in  that  Motion.  It 
lias  simply  chosen  to  say,  "  we  will  now  read  the  Address  a  second 
'linie,  and  we  will  not  pass  upon  the  Resulution,  offered  by  way  of 
"amendment,  at  the  present  time." 

1  think  we  have  cnly  to  consider  the  form  used  in  the  House 
of  Ccmmons  in  England  in  putting  questions,  to  see  what  is  the 
true  effect  of  the  vole  on  the  Moti<  n  proposed  by  the  Honorable 
J'cniler  for  Sheibrocke.  Had  the  Question  been  put  as  it  would 
have  been  put  in  England,  that  all  the  words  proposed  to  be 
cmiKed,  "  stand  part  of  the  question,  that  is,  that  the  Main  Motion 
"sluuldbe  voted  upon  yea  or  nay,"  the  Housci  would  not  appear 
to  have  passed  upon  the  alternative  projosi<ion.  But  though  we 
may  vary  our  form  of  Question,  our  voles  must  have  no  different 
c'fiOct  then  if  taken  in  the  English  House  of  Ccmmons. 

Therefore,  according  to  my  view,  if  the  two  Motions  had  been 
jiiecisely  the  same,  it  wouM  have  been  still  open  to  the  House 
new.  1o  consider  and  pass  upon  the  Motion  of  the  Honorable  the 
Minister  of  Milita.  But  there  are,  T  observe,  important  variances 
Ic'hvcen  the  two  Motions.  I  wouM  jjarticularly  allude  to  the  one 
rtlerred  to  by  the  Honorable  Member  for  Sherbrooke,  that  his 
Motion  proposed  to  prcnoimce  an  opinion  upon  the  understanding 
of  the  two  contracting  parties,  apart  from,  and  irrespective  of  the 
Avvittcn  evidence  altogether  ;  this  motion  does  not  do  that.  With 
ngard  to  the  former  Motion,  the  House  might  well  hesitate  in  com- 
ing to  a  decision  upon  a  Question  so  difficult  to  decide  upon  ;  whilst

He  holds  that  since  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway 
lias  been  built  to  the  banks  of  the  Red  River  of  the  North,  that  the 
Eastern  terminus  of  the  Canadian  road  ought  to  have  been  at  Peiii- 
l)ina.  He  holds  that  railway  travel  and  traffic  are  not  in  any  way 
affected  by  political  boundaries,  and  that  by  utilizing  the  Northern 
I'rtcific  we  would  have  miide  it  dependent  upon  the  continuance  of 
i>ur  trade  over  it  to  and  from  the  North  West.    Favors  the  govern- 
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nicnt  of  Canada  by  the  Canadian  Pari iamont,  and  not  l>y  despatches 
from  the  Colonial  Office.     In  favor  of  the  establishment  of  Canadian 
Courts  having  Admiralty  jurisdiction.     Holds  that  power  to  legis- 
late upon  the  subjects  of  navigation  and  8hip[)ing  carries  with  it 
power  to  eKtabli.><h  Courts  to  adjutiicate  upon  matters  arising  under 
huch  legislation,  in  accordance  with  the  well-settled  rules  of  mari- 
time law.

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matcly  associated  witli  that  of  Andre,  in  th:  treason  of  Benedict 
Arnold;  Gen.  Sir  Frederick  Robinson,  G.C.B.,  Commander- 
in-Chief  and  Provisional  Governor  of  U.C.,  and  afterwards 
Oovernor  of  Tobago  ;  Christopher  Robinson,  who  during  this 
Revolutionary  war  served  as  an  otiicer  of  the  "  Queen's 
Rangers,"  under  the  command  of  General  Simcoe,  first  Gov.  of  U.C. 
After  the  close  cf  the  war,  he  was  appointed  Inspector  ot  tho 
Reserves  of  the  Crown  in  U.C.,  finally  scuttled  in  York,  and  in  1T9G 
represented  the  Counties  of  Lennox  and  Addington  in  the  House  of 
vlssembly.  He  was  father  of  the  late  Chief  Justice  Sir  John  B;'v^i- 
ley  Robinson,  who,  in  addition  to  his  other  services  to  his  country, 
fought  as  a  Volunteer  under  Gi;n.  Brock,  in  the  war  of  181.2,  anil 
"was  present  at  the  capture  of  Detroit,  and  at  the  bottle  of  Queens- 
town  Heights.

lation by  abolishing  the  second  chamber.  The  minority,  to  me 'l^ 
the  viewB  of  which  the  Legislative  Council  had  presumably 
guai;<ntc:d,  gracefully  yielded  to  the  generally  exjiressed  desi/e.

A  summary  of  the  history  and  proceedings  of  the  Fi'^heries 
Commission,  at  Halifax,  resulting  in  an  award  of  five  and  a  halj 
millions  of  dollars,  in  gohl,  in  favor  ot  Groat  Britain,  was  given  in 
tilt!  Parliamentary  Companion  of  last  year.  The  Treaty  of  Wash- 
injiton  provides  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  compensation  that 
nnght  be  awarded  within  twelve  months.  This  time  had  nearly 
expired  when  the  money  was  paid  l>y  the  United  States  Govcrn- 
nient.  The  interim  was  occupied  in  discussing  the  whole  subject 
bitvveen  the  public  press  of  both  countries  and  the  respective 
Governments.  Generally  speaking,  United  States  journals  advised 
prompt  and  honorable  settlement.  In  the  United  States  Senate  an 
iicrimonious  attack  on  the  Umpire  was  acconpanied  by  wholesale 
doiiunciation  of  the  award.  Tliis  assault  failed  to  accomplish  any- 
thing more  than  to  show  that  the  selection  of  the  third  Commis- 
sioner was  the  joint  and  deliberate  act  of  the  parties  to  the  treaty, 
sulistantially  in  conformity  with  its  provisions,  and  to  embitter 
somewhat  the  excited  state  of  public  feeling.  A  message  by 
President  Hayes,  it.ul>mitting  the  record  to  Congress,  suggested  an 
Hppropria.ion  of  the  necessary  sura,  with  such  instructions  regarding 
it8|)ayment  as  Congress  should  deem  advisallo.  The  requisite  sum 
was  voted,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executive,  after  further 
coiTcsponderK  e  with  Great  Britain.  Secretary  Evarts  discussed  the 
matter  ably  and  at  great  length,  taking  several  grounds  to  invalidate 
the  award.    It  was  contended : 

1.  That  the  award  was  excessive  and  inconsistent  with  the 
evidence ; 

2 .  That  it  was  not  conformable  to  the  submission  ; 

3.  That  the  dissent  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  ren- 
dered it  void. 
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Tl»e  arguments  supporting  this  contention  were  dealt  with  hj 
Lord  Salisbury  in  a  calm  and  masterly  reply.  Her  Majesty's  Gov- 
ernment declined  to  review  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission,  and 
stood  by  the  judgment  of  the  tribunal  which  both  Governments 
had  constituted,  and  to  wliich  the  subjects  in  dispute  bad  been 
solemnly  referred  under  the  treaty  without  appeal.  The  British 
Minister  pointed  out  that  a  legitimate  claim  for  compensation  had 
been  laid  ntj'ftcen  millions  of  dollars,  and  although  the  Commission 
had  reduced  it  nearlv  two-thirds,  it  was  not  consistent  with  the 
voluntary  .submission  of  their  Case  to  decisive  arbitration  that  they 
should  question  the  result.  Respecting  the  necessity  for  unanimity, 
Lord  Salisbury  established  clearly  that  the  judgment  of  a  majority 
of  the  Commissioners  was  undoubtedly  contemplated  by  the  treaty, 
and  was  in  undisputable  accord  with  the  standard  authorities 
governing  internatioi.al  arbitrations.  An  incident  occurring  about 
the  eleventh  liour  iitforded  the  American  Secretary  of  State  an 
additional  plea  in  arrest  of  payment.  It  was  the  occurrence  at 
Fortune  Bay  in  Newlbundland.  Several  fishermen  from  Gloucester 
had  been  forcibly  pievented  from  fishing  by  the  inhabitants,  because 
of  their  operations  being  contrary  to  existing  Provincial  laws  by 
which  British  subjects  were  restrained.  Secretary  Evarts  adopted 
the  strange  view  that  Uiiited  States  citizens  could  fish  as 
they  pleased,  and  that  any  restrictions  imposed  on  their  pursuit  by 
municipal  authority  was  an  unwarrantable  interference  with  jirivi- 
leges  acquired  by  the  treaty.  Lord  Salisbuty  replied  that  the 
parties  to  the  treaty  enjoyed  common  rights,  and  that  United  States 
citizens  could  not  be  privileged  participants. 

Ultimately,  the  American  Minister  at  London  received  instruc- 
tions to  offer  the  amount  of  the  award  to  Lord  Salisbury,  if  Her 
Majesty's  Government  thought  fit  to  accept  it  imder  protest.  It 
was  accepted.     The  money  has  been  apportioned  as  follows  : — 

Receiver-General  of  Canada $4,387,500 

Newfoundland 975,000 

Ketained  by  Imperial  Government  for  expenses 137,500 

The  United  States  Govemment  has  since  expressed  further 
dissatisfaction  by  giving  notice  to  terminate  the  fishery  articles  of 
the  'i'reaty  of  Washington  in  1885,  and  by  claiming  damages  for 
loss  sustained  by  the  American  fishermen  concerned  in  the  affair  at 
Fortune  Bay  last  year.  This  claim  forms  the  subject  of  an  oppor- 
tune report  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Whitcher,  who  points  out  that  tin* 
•claimants  were  seining henings  from  the  shore  when  molested,  which 
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t>ie  treaty  does  not  authorize.  Also,  that  there  is  a  very  rcmarl;- 
able  inconsistency  between  the  contention  of  the  American  Gov- 
ernment that  the  Award  is  excessive,  although  it  covers  twelve 
years  of  inshore  fisheries  for  mackerel,  herrings,  cod,  halibut, 
bait,  and  other  fishes,  on  all  the  coasts  of  the  Maritime  Provinces 
jind  part  of  Newfoundland,  while  the  present  claim  for  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  is  based  on  the  loss  of  a  single  day's  fishing  for 
herrings  alone  in  a  small  bay  of  Newfoundland.  Mr.  Whitcher 
shows  that  at  least  one  hundred  trips  annually  are  made  by  Ameri- 
can herring  vessels  to  Newfoundland,  and  that  the  owners  claim  1»> 
be  enabled  to  catch  five  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  fish  per  vessel 
at  each  trip.  This  figures  up  half  a  million  of  doUirs'  worth  of 
fishing  yearly.  During  twelve  years  it  would  amount  to  a  con- 
siderable sum.  The  herring  fishery  is  but  a  fractional  part  of  tlit> 
privileges  conceded  to  the  United  IStates  by  the  treaty.  If  they 
cannot  profitably  pursue  it  without  tho  additional  libert}'^  of  landinj^ 
to  haul  or  "  trip"  their  seines,  then  they  should  endeavour  to 
supplement  the  treaty;  but  after  exposing  their  dependence  on  the 
British  fisheries  so  completely  as  the  present  claim  tor  indtimnity 
has  aone,  there  ought  not  to  be  any  more  depreciation  of  ihe 
extensive  privileges  secured  by  the  Treaty  of  Washington  aurl 
partially  paid  for  by  the  Halifax  Award. 

A  ponderous  bine  book  has  been  issued  by  the  Fisheries 
Departm<mt  containing  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission,  and 
has  been  laid  before  the  Canadian  Parliament.  These  documents 
are  exceedingly  interesting  o  the  people  of  Canada,  and  bear 
witness  to  the  iniustry,  skill  and  ability  of  the  various  persona 
to  whom  colonial  interests  were  entrusted  ia  connection  with  tha. 
Fisheries  Commission.

1 .    Change  of  Office. 

Defendant,  while  a  member  of  Parliament,  was  appointed  to 
the  office  of  Postmaster-General,  and  again  le-elected  for  the  samo 
constituency.  Cn  the  29th  July  hercsitrned  thatoftice,  and  within 
a  month  was  appointed  President  of  the  Council,  which  office  he 
resigned  on  the  same  day,  and  on  tJie  next  day  was  re-appointed 
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io  liis  old  officeof  Postmasfcr-General — Held,  Ihattliis  was  author- 
ized by  the  20  Vict.  c.  22.  Tho  penalties  imposed  by  that  Act 
apply  to  TnemboiK  of  the  Assembly  retaining  their  seats  without 
ro-election  after  acceptance  of  office,  and  not  only  to  persons  abso- 
lutely ineligible.  The  exemption  contained  in  the  seventh  clause 
is  not  confined  to  one  resignation  and  acceptance  of  oil&ce,  but  al- 
lows the  change  to  be  repeated,  and  the  person  may  thus  go  back 
io  the  same  office  which  he  first  resigned.  It  was  stated  in  the 
pleadings  that  the  Ministry,  of  which  defendant  as  Postmaster- 
<}eneral,  was  a  member,  all  resigned  office  on  the  29th  July,  and  on 
■the  2nd  August  were  succeeded  by  the  opposition,  who  resigned  on 
the  following  day;  that  on  the  6th,  the  old  Ministry  were  re-ap- 
pointed, but  took  dift'erent  offices  from  those  which  they  before 
ield,  and  on  the  7th  resigned  again  and  were  re-appointed  to  their 
•old  places  ;  and  it  was  alleged  that  the  appointment  to  a  different 
office  in  the  first  instance  was  colorable,  and  made  orly  to  enable 
defemlant  to  resume  his  original  appointment  without  going  back 
lor  re-election  : — Held,  that  although  such  a  proceeding  was  pro- 
bably not  contemplated  by  the  Act,  it  was  allowed  by  it;  that  the 
-court  could  not  look  at  defendant's  motives,  or  strain  the  construc- 
tion of  the  statute  so  as  to  impose  a  penalty  ;  and  that  whether  the; 
course  taken  was  or  was  not  consistent  with  the  system  of  political 
j;overnment  established  in  this  Province,  was  a  question  which 
they  could  not  take  into  consideration.  McDowell  v.  Smith,  17  Q.

II.     Privilege  of  Parliament.

A  member  ol  parliament  had  formerly  the  privilege  of  being 
sued  by  bill  and  summons,  not  by  the  ordinary  process.  This  was 
idwlished  by  12  Vict.  c.

From  Arrest  and  Attachment. 


An  attachment  was  granted  against  a  sheriff  who  -was  a  mem- 
ber of  parliament,  for  not  returning  a  writ  pursuant  to  a  rule  of. 
court .     Bell  v.  Buchanan,  M.T .  1  Vict . 

Members  of  parliament  in  Upper  Canada  have  the  same  privi- 
lege from  arrest  as  in  England.  One  of  the  defrndants,  being  a 
member,  was  arrested  on  the  29th  l»Jovember,  1851,  under  an  at- 
tachment issued  against  him  as  an  attorney  for  non-payment  of  a 
debt.  The  last  preceding  session  during  which  he  had  been 
a  member  expired  on  30th  August,  1851,  and  that  parliament  was 
dissolved  on  the  6th  November  following.  On  the  10th  December 
he  was  again  elected,  and  in  February  applied  to  be  discharged  on 
the  ground  of  privilege  :  Held,  that  he  was  not  privileged  undur 
the  first  election,  as  at  the  time  of  arrest  he  was  not  a  member,  and 
more  than  forty  days  had  elapsed  from  the  close  of  the  last  session  ; 
but  that  he  was  entitled  to  his  discharge  as  a  member  of  the  new 
parliament,  having  been  arrested  within  forty  days  next  before  the 
return  of  the  writ  of  election .  The  return  at  the  new  election  was 
held  sufficiently  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  applicant.  Rcginc»

An  order  to  commit  to  close  custody  for  not  attending  to  be 
examined  pursuant  to  a  judge's  order  is  a  commitment  for  con- 
tempt, not  a  commitment  in  execution.  A  member  of  parliament 
is  therefore  not  privileged  from  arrest  under  such  order,  and  a  party 
committed  under  it  is  not  entitled  to  his  discharge  on  payment  of 
the  debt  and  costs.  Semble,  that  if  the  order  be  so  framed  as 
to  entitle  defendant  to  his  discharge  on  payment  of  the  claim,  the 
privilege  of  parliament  would  avail  against  it.

W  here  the  voter  and  las  son  leased  certain  ]  roperty,  nnd  tlic 
lease  was  drawn  in  the  son's  name  alone,  and  when  the  crops  were 
reapeil  the  son  claimi^d  they  beh)nged  to  him  sohHy,  the  voter  own- 
ing other  property,  but  bein^  assesse*!  for  this  only,  and  voting  on 
it:— Held,  that  although  he  was  on  the  roll  and  had  tlie  necessary 
(Umlification,  but  not  assessed  for  it,  he  was  not  untitled  to 
vote.

If  a  man  be  duly  assessed  for  a  named  property  on  the  roll 
even  though  there  was  a  clerical  error  in  describing  such  property 
in  the  voters'  list,  or  erroneously  setting  down  another  property  on 
the  voters'  list,  if  no  question  or  difficulty  arose  at  the  poll  as  to  the 
taking  the  oath,  the  vote  will  not  be  struck  off  on  a  scrutiny.

The  above  decision  affirunid  on  appeal.  The  petitioner,  upon 
ssenitiny  of  the  ballots,  Iniving  a  majority  in  his  favor,  it  appeared 
tliat  the  names  of  eighteen  persons  upt»n  tlie  last  revised  assessment 
full,  and  entitled  to  vote,  weru  omitted  from  the  copies  of  voters' 
list  made  for  the  purposes  of  the  election,  and  their  votes  were 
rejected  by  the  returning  ofiicer.  Eight  of  them  tendered  their 
votes  for  the  petitioner  at  the  poll,  and  four  others  made  aftidavits 
tiiat  tliey  wished  to  vote  for  him,  which  they  left  with  the  return- 
ing'ollicer.  The  other  six  tendered  their  votes,  but  did  Mot  soy  for 
whom,  but  there  was  evidence  that  they  declared  at  the  poll,  though 
nut  to  the  returning  officer,  that  they  would  have  voted  for  tho 
petitioner  : — Held,  no  ground  for  setting  aside  the  election  ;  for 
tliat  it  was  competent  to  receive  evidence  shewing  how  they  in- 
teiuk'd  to  vote,  and  it  was  clea/  therefore  that  their  rejection  had  not 
alljetcd  the  result.     ,S.  G.,  37  Q.B.  234. 

Under  37  Vict.  c.  4,  s.  5  0.,  the  county  judge  has  the  right  to 
mmine  and  decide  whether  the  person  objecting  to  any  votes  in 
the  list  of  voters  is  a  votei  or  per.son  entitled  to  be  a  vot<  r,  although 
Riieh  complainant  may  appear  on  the  roll  as  duly  qualified.

A  clearly  established  course  of  dealini?  or  conduct  for  years  as 
to  manaiiement  and  disposition  or  crops,  and  acts  done  by  the  son 
in  the  managv  ment  of  tlie  faini  : — Held,  sufficient  to  establish  an 
interest  in  the  crops  in  the  son,  though  the  evidence  of  any  original 
agre^  ment  or  bargain  was  not  clear.     lb.

4t .   Agents  and  Canvassers. 

When  a  Candida  puts  money  into  the  hands  of  his  agent,  and 
exercises  no  supervision  over  the  way  in  which  the  agent  is  spend- 
ing that  money,  but  accredits  and  trusts  him,  and  leaves  him  the 
power  of  spending  the  money,  although  he  may  have  given  direc- 
tions tliat  none  of  the  money  should  be  impioperly  spent,  there  is 
suth  an  agency  estublislKd  that  the  candidate  is  liable  to  tlie  fullest 
extent,  not  only  for  what  that  agent  may  do,  but  also  for  what  all 
the  people  whom  that  agent  employs  may  do.  Greii  (South  Hiding^ 
Election  Petition — hunter  v.  Lauder,  8  L.J.N.S.  17. — E.C — Mowat. 

Wh<  re  bribery  by  an  agent  is  proved,  costs  follow  the  event, 
even  though  personal  charges  brought  against  the  respondent  have 
not  bet  n  proved,  there  having  been  no  additional  expense  occas- 
fiioned  to  the  respoiident  by  such  personal  charges,    lb. 

Friends  of  the  candidate  formed  themselves  into  committeeR, 

and  some  of  them  voluntarily   distributed  cards   and    canvassed 

d.flerent  localities  with  books  containing  lists  of  voters,    noting 

certain  particulars  as  to  promiesesj  &c.      These  canvassers  often 
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came  across  voters  in  public  houses,  and,  when  there,  according  ta 
custom,  treated  those  whom  they  found  there,  and  thus  spent  their 
money  as  well  as  their  time.  On  this  being  represented  to  those 
who  had  charge  of  the  money  for  election  expenses,  the  latter,  in 
several  cases,  reimbursed  the  canvassers  : — Held,  that  these  general 
payments,  if  not  exceeding  what  would  be  paid  to  a  person  for 
working  the  same  time  in  other  employments,  would  not  be  such 
evidence  of  bribery  as  to  set  aside  an  election.  £ast  Toronto  Elec- 
tion retition — Rennick  v.  Cameron^  8  L.J.N. S.  113.

About  a  dozen  of  the  electors  met  some  time  before  the  nCin- 
ination  to  consultas  to  the  candidate  who  should  run  in  the  inter- 
(!sts  of  the  political  party  to  which  they  belonged.  By  them  and 
others  the  respondent  was  nominated,  and  accepted  the  nomination. 
The  met  occasionally  to  report  progress  and  consult  as  to  the 
ranvass.  One  of  them,  named  Sullivan,  on  the  election  day,  during 
the  hours  of  polling,  treated  some  of  the  electors  at  a  tavern.  The 
respondent  was  present,  and  gave  a  silent  consent  to  the  act,  and

The  mere  fact  of  a  political  association  putting  forward  and 
supporting  a  particular  candidate  does  not  make  every  member  of 
the  association  his  agent,  though  the  candidate  may  so  avail  him- 
self of  their  servici'S  as  to  make  them  his  agents.  One  M.,  the 
reeve  of  a  township,  exerted  himself  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
respondent,  to  whom  he  was  politically  opposed,  and  against  the 
other  candidate,  and  attended  meetings  where  the  respondent  was, 
and  spoke  in  his  favor.  The  reason  for  supporting  the  respondent; 
and  opposing  the  ministerial  candidate,  with  whom  he  was  politi- 
cally in  accord,  was,  that  the  ministry  of  the  day  had  separated  the 
township '^f  which  ho  was  reeve  from  the  riding.  He  was  much, 
annoyed  and  indignant  r.t  this  separation,  and  announced  his  inten> 
tion  of  using  all  his  influence  against  the  ministerial  candidate: — 
Held,  that  the  question  of  agency  bi-ing  one  of  intent,  the  respond- 
ent  never  conferred,  and  M.  never  assumed  the  authority  of  an 
agont  for  the  respondent.  North  Grey  Election  Petition — Boardman

By  the  constitution  of  tlie  Eoform  Assoriation  lor  the  east 
riding  of  Northumberland,  each  delegate  to  the  convention  was 
actively  to  promote  the  election  of  the  candidate  appointed  by  the 
convention.  The  candidate  had  himself  been  for  six  years  a  mem- 
ber of  this  organization,  and  was  familiar  with  its  objicts  and  con- 
stitution. He  had  also  as  a  delegate  acted  for  other  candidates  in 
the  promotion  of  their  ele(;tion,  and  expected  the  like  asfsistance 
from  the  present  members  of  the  association.  No  committees  were 
formed,  and  it  was  the  recognized  business  of  the  association  to  see 
to  the  necessary  canvass  and  organization  for  polling  day  : — Held, 
that  dehgates  to  the  association,  and  acting  as  such  in  promoting 
the  election  of  the  candidate,  were  his  agents,  for  whose  acts  he 
was  responsible.

In  this  case  the  respondent  forwariid  some  books  containing 
names  of  voters  to  one  J.H.,  to  be  put  "into  good  hnnds  to  be 
selected  by  him  for  canvassing.  '  Among  others,  J.  H.  gave  one 
of  the  books  to  B.,  who  was  found  guilty  of  corrupt  practices,  under 
32  Vict,  c.  21,  s.  66,  0.  Gwynne,  f.,  \\A6.,  that  J.  H .  was  an 
agent  of  the  respondent,  specially  authoriz  d  to  appohit  sub-age  rits, 
and  that  under  such  atithority  he  appointed  B.  a  suit-agent,  and  that 
tlie  respondent  was  responsible  for  the  corrupt  practices  of  .,  undiir 
the  provisions  of  36  Vict.  c.  2,  s.  3,  0  Welland  Election  Petition-^ 
JJuchnerv.  Currie,  11  L.J.N.S.  273.— E.G.

Held,  that  the  furnishing  of  refreshment  to  a  voter  by  an  agent 
of  a  candidate,  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  candidate, 
and  against  his  will,  will  not  be  a  sufficient  ground  to  set  aside  an 
election,  if  not  done  corruptly  or  with  intent  to  influence  votes.

Upon  questions  reserved  by  by  the  rota  Judge  under  the  Con- 
troverted Elections  Act  of  1871,  it  appeared  that  H.  and  B.  voted  for 
respondent.  H.  kept  a  saloon,  which  was  closed  on  polling  day, 
but  upstairs,  in  his  private  residence,  he  gave  beer  and  whiskey 
without  charge  to  several  of  his  friends,  among  whom  were  friends 
of  both  candidates.  B.,  who  had  no  license  to  sell  liquoi,  sold  it 
ut  a  place  near  one  of  the  polls  to  all  persons  indifferently.  This 
was  not  done  by  H.  or  B.  in  the  interest  of  either  candidate,  or  to

'  V.   Riots  and  Assaults. 

Under  the  statute  for  repressing  riots  at  elections  no  v>ower  is 
given  to  magistrates  to  convict  summarily.  The  offenders  must  be 
tried  by  a  jury. — Ferguson  v  Adams,  et  al.,  5  Q.B.  194. 

Sec.  60  of  the  32  Vict.  c.  21,  0.,  enacts  that  "every  person 
convicted"  of  a  battery  committed  during  p,ny  part  of  the  days 
"whereon  "any  election  is  to  be  held,  within  two  miles  of  the  place 
where  such  election  is  to  be  held,  &c.,  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  $50." 
By  s.  77,  all  penalties  imposed  by  the  Act  shall  be  recoverable  by 
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niiy  person  who  will  sue  for  the  Ramc  by  action  of  debt  or  Infornuu 
tion  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdit'tion.  And  it  Khali  bo 
fiutlicient  for  the  plaintiiY  in  any  Riich  action  or  suit  to  statu  in  tho 
declaration  that  the  defendant  is  indebted  to  him  in  tlu^  Kutn  of 
money  thereby  demanded,  and  to  allege  the  particular  oflenco 
for  which  the  action  is  brouglit,  and  that  the  dcifendant  has  acted 
contrary  to  the  Act.  It  was  held,  in  the  County  Court,  tnat  the 
words,  <' every  person  convicted,"'  &c.,  did  not  mean  who  had  been 
convicted  in  some  criminal  proceedings,  but  that  the  offence  might 
bo  proved,  and  the  person  "convicted,''  in  this  action.  On  appeal, 
Wilson,  J.,  was  of  opinion  that  the  judgment  below  was  right; 
Morrison,  J.,  that  it  was  wrong.  The  appeal  therefore  was  dismis- 
sed,    mid  V  Jiroim,  37,  Q.  504.

The  evidence  showed  that  very  extensive  bribery  and  corrup- 
tion was  practised  by  a  very  large  number  of  persons,  and  that 
immense  sums  of  money  were  expended  by  the  agents  of  tho 
successful  candidate,  but  not  personal  acts  of  corruption  were 
proved  against  him,  and  he  denied  all  knowledge  of  these  acts, 
though  he  made  a  very  diligent  personal  canvass.  Quaere, 
whether  it  must  not  be  presumed  that  he  was  cognizant  of  tho 
acts  of  his  agents  and  consenting  thereto.

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«late  would  avoid  his  election,  or  Mdietlicr  his  disqualification  was 
nbt  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  h^ss  of  iiis  seat  by  corrupt  acts 
on  the  part  of  his  agents.

In  the  last  case,  on  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  presiding 
judge  at  the  trial : — Held,  that  the  circumstantial  evidence,  as  set 
out  in  the  report  of  this  case,  was  sutiicient  to  show  that  corrupt 
practices  were  committed  by  t.:e  agents  of  the  respondent,  and  with

A  petition  was  tiled  by  one  Bergin,  the  unsuccessful  candidate, 
against  the  return  of  the  rc;spondent  in  January  1874,  on  the  usual 
grounds.  This  election  was  avoided  on  the  ground  of  the  corrupt 
nets  of  respondent's  agents.  But  the  chancellor  reported  to  the 
SpCtiker  of  the  House  of  Commons  that  these  acts  had  been  com- 
mitted without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  respondent.  Anew 
.writ  wPiB  issued,  and  the  same  persons  were  again  candidates  when 
ic^po iident .  was  again  elected.     The  present  petition  was  filed  by: 
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electors  claiming  the  scat  for  B.,  cliarging  corruption  a).-??inst 
respondent  and  his  agents  at  the  second  election,  and  also  that 
persons  guilty  of  corrupt  practices  at  the  first  ehiction  could  not 
vote  at  second  election,  because  the  two  elections  were  one  in  law. 
The  petitioners  also  claimed  that  respondent  was  in<'ligible  by 
reason  of  the  acts  of  his  agt-nts  at  the  first  election,  and  that  pul»lic 
notice  had  been  given  of  such  disqualification,  and  that  Hcrgiri 
should  be  seated,  although  respondent  had  the  majority  of  votis  : 
—Field,  1.  That  the  two  elections  were  one  in  law.  2.  That  tho 
evidence  may  be  given  by  petitioners  in  a  petition  attacking  tho 
electirn,  of  corrupt  practices  by  agents  of  respondents  at  th© 
previous  election,  and  if  these  corrupt  acts  are  proved  on  the  second 
trial,  the  votes  of  persons  guilty  of  corrupt  practices  at  the  first 
election  are  void  if  polltd  at  second  election,  and  must  be  struck

made  against  the  legality  of  the  acts  conceakd  hy  such  conduct,

Where  a  charge  of  bribery  is  only  the  unaccepted  offer  of  a 
bribe,  the  evidence  must  be  more  exact  than  that  required  to  prove 
11  bribe  actually  given  or  accepted.     Jb. 

The  total  expenditure  proved  was  $310,  and  the  number  ot 
votes  on  the  roll  was  4,669  -Held  that  the  expenditure  was  not 
excessive.  Various  acts  of  alleged  bribery  discussed  ;  and — Held, 
that  the  evidence  was  not  sutficient  The  l.inguage  of  Martin  B., 
in  the  Wigan  case  (I  CM.  &  H.  192),  adopted  as  a  general  rule 
applicable  to  this  case.

The  respondent  was  charged  with  several  acts  of  corrupt  prac- 
tic<5.

Each  separate  charge  wassr.pported 
by  onlv  one  witness,  and  each  was  separately  denied  or  explained 
away  by  the  re^pondrnt.  There  was  no  corroborative  testimony  on 
'Mther  side.  The  judge  below  thought  that  if  each  case  sto(»d  by 
itself,  oath  against  oath,  each  person  equally  credihle,  there  being 
'•ollateral  or  accompanying  circumstances  either  way,  he  shoul  i 
hold  the  charge  not  to  be  proved  ;  but  as  the  charges  were  severally 
«worn  to  by  a  credible  witness,  the  united  weight  of  their  testi- 
mony overcaae  the  effect  of  the  respondent's  oath  ;  and  he  felt 
compelled  to  attach  such  a  degree  of  importance  to  the  combined 
testimony  of  these  witnesses  as  to  hold  that  the  charges  to  which 
they  severally  spoke  were  sufficiently  proved  in  law  as  against  the 
opposing  testimony  of  the  respondent ;— Held,  that  this  view  could 
not  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal  was  allowed.  Miskoka  Election 
Peti' ion— Miller  v.  Starrett^  12  L.J.N.8.

O.,  ai.d  that  the 
respondent  was  not  disqualified  under  sec.  3,  sub-sec.  2 of  the  same 
Act.

Treating  pei  se  is  not,  except  when  made  so  by  statute,  a  cor- 
rupt act,  but  the  intent  of  the  party  treating  may  niak  j  it  so,  and 
this  intent  must  be  gathered  Irora  the  circumstances  attending  it. 
Where,  theref  ire,  it  was  sought  to  ditqualify  a  candidate  who  had 
treated  during  his  canvass,  though  to  a  much  less  extent  tluin  was 
his  habit  previously,  and  who  did  not  seem  to  have  treated  for  the 
purposed  of  ingratiating  himself  with  the  public; — Held,  that  such 
treating  was  not  a  corrupt  act.     lb.

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The  neglect  or  irregularities  of  a  returning  officer  in  his  duties 
under  the  Act  will  not  invalidate  an  elec.tion,  unless  they  have  or 
might  have  caus<;d  some  suh^^tantial  injustice  in  the  way  ot  ettrcting 
the  election  :  Held, — therefore,  that  the  neglect  of  a  returning 
officer  to  initial  the  ballot  papers,  and  to  provide  pen  and  ink  in- 
stead of  pencil  to  mark  tnem,  would  not  void  the  election.  Monek 
Election  Petition— Grant  v.  McCailum,  12  L.J.N.S.  113.

The  following  irregularities  in  the  mode  of  marking  hallot 
papers — Ht  Id  to  he  fatal  :  1.

2.  any  mark  wl'.ich  contains  in  itstlf  a  means  of  identifying  the 
voter,  suih  as  his  initials  or  some  mark  known  as  being  one  used 
l)y  hin  ;  3.  crosses  made  at  left  of  name,  or  not  to  right  of  the 
name     4,   two  single  strokes  not  crossing,     76. 

The  following  irregularities — Held,  not  to  be  fatal  :  1.  An 
irregular  mark  in  the  nature  of  a  cross,  so  long  as  it  does  not  Icso 
the  form  of  a  cross  ;  2.  a  cross  n(jt  in  the  proper  compartment  of 
the  ballot  paper,  but  still  to  th.-  right  of  the  candidate's  nani«^ ;  3. 
a  cross  witji  aline  before  it  ;  4.  a  cross  rightly  placed  with  two 
additional  crosses,  one  across  ti.e  other  candidate's  name,  and  the 
other  to  the  left  ;  5.  a  cross  in  the  right  place  on  the  back  of  the 
ballot  paper ;  6.  a  double  cross  or  two  crosses;  7.  hallot  paptis 
inadvertently  torn  ;  8.  inadvertent  mark  in  addition  to  the  cross  ; 
9.  cross  made  with  pen  and  ink  instead  of  pencil.     lb.

Semble,  a  returning  officer,  whose  conduct  has  been  impeached, 
Is  not  entitled  to  his  expenses  as  a  witness  before  a  committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  although  he  was  summoned  to  attend  by 
the  Speaker's  warrant,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  witnesses. 
Blacklock  v.  Mc Martin,  Tay.  320.  ..  -:  i..  ^:".  ' 
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As  to  the  form  of  declaration  imder  4  Geo.  IV.  c.  4,  sec,  35, 
to  recover  the  costs  incurred  by  a  member  of  parliament  in  oppos- 
ing a  petitit  n  against  his  return.     Smithy.  Eourke,  6  0.  S.  307. 

Held,  on  appeal,  reversing  the  judgment  of  the  Queen's  Bench, 
that  commissioner  for  taking  cAadence  in  a  contested  election, 
under  20  Vict.  c.  23,  a.  6,  might  maintain  an  action  for  his  fees, 
and  was  not  restricted  to  the  remedj'  given  under  the  recognizance : 
— field,  also,  that  all  those  who  had  petitioned  againt  the  return 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  casje  before  him,  were  liable,  not  the 
person  only  on  whose  written  request  the  evidence  was  taken.

A  judge  of  a  County  Court  in  a  legislative  council  electoral 
division,  had  authority  where  the  election  for  the  divison  is  con- 
tested, to  take  evidence  under  20  Vict.  c.

It  is  not  essential  to  the  due  service  of  the  notice  made  neces- 
sary by  sec.  1  of  the  statute  20  Vict.  c.

Where,  therefore,  the  sitting 
member  removed  himself  and  hie  family  so  as  to  avoid  a  personal 
service,  and  continued  absent  or  concealed  for  fourteen  days  allowed 
hy  the  statute  for  a  personal  service  or  services  at  his  residence 
upon  a  grown  up  person  of  his  family,  service  by  nailing  a  copy  of 
the  notice  on  the  door  of  his  residence,  and  by  leaving  a  copy  with 
his  brother,  who  was  also  his  agent,  was  Held,  sufficient.  In  re 
Essex  Election— i.

Held,  that  a  candidate  may  be  a  petitioner,  although  bis  pro-

If  he  claim  the  seat,  his  want  of  qualifi- 
cation may  be  urged  against  his  being  seated,  but  he  may  still  shew 
that  the  respondent  was  not  duly  elected,  if  he  so  charge  in  his 
petition.

A  duly  qualified  voter  is  not  debarred  from  being  a  petitioner 
on  the  ground  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  bribery,  treating,  or  und:i« 
influence  during  the  election.

-  3.  Particulars. 

Where  particulars  of  alleged  corrupt  practices,  &c.,  have  beon 
delivered  under  an  order  for  that  purpose,  better  particulars  will 
not  be  ordered  if  those  delivered  substantially  comply  with  the 
spirit  of  the  order  by  giving  all  reasonable  information.  Nor  will 
better  particulars  be  ordered  even  when  the  order  is  not  complied 
with  in  furnishing  certain  details,  provided  the  judge  tv  whom  tho 
application  is  made  thinks  these  details  unnecessary  oi  imreason- 
able,  nor  unless  the  respondent  can  shew  on  affidavit  that  the  want 
of  such  information  will  prejudice  him  in  his  defence.  —  West 
Toronto  Election  Petition — Armstrong  v.  Crooks,  5  P.R.  436. — Richards, 
Hagarty,  Morrison,  Mowat. 

Semble,  that  the  powers  of  the  judge  at  the  trial,  as  to  amend- 
ment of  the  petition  and  particulars  and  postponement  of  th«  trial, 
should  be  liberally  exercised,  so  as  to  prevent  a  failure  of  justice  to 
either  party.     lb. 

The  petition  in  this  case  stated  that  M.  was  returned  by  a 
majority  of  ten  votes  ;  that  persons  not  qualified  to  vote  had  voted 
for  him  ;  that  good  votes  for  his  opponent  [H.]  were  tendered  ami 
rejected;  that  ballots  improperly  marked  were  received  and  counted 
for  M. ;  and  that  M.  and  his  agents  were  guilty  of  corrupt  prac- 
tices : — Held,  on  a  summons  asking  for  particulars  [1]  of  the  per- 
sons not  qualified  to  vote,  and  the  grounds  of  disqualification;  [2] 
of  the  votes  tendered  for  H.  ;  [3]  of  the  counterfoils  and  ballots  for 
H;  improperly  rejected  ;  [4]  of  the  ccunterfoils  and  ballots  for  M. 
improperly  received,  and  the  nan  3S  of  the  voters  bo  rejected  oi 
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received  ;  [5]  of  the  corrupt  practices  bj  3spondent  and  his  agents 
— that  particulars  should  not  be  ordered  as  asked  in  the  first,  third 
jxnd  fourth  clauses  of  the  summons.  As  to  the  fifth  clause,  the 
order  followed  that  in  Beal  r.  Smith,  4  L.R.C.P.  \45.— West  Elgin 
J^lection  Petition — Cascadenv.  Munroe,  11  L.J.N.S.  IGO — E.  k  A. — 
Draper. 

4.  Security. 

Held,  1.  That  upon  a  petition  against  two  members,  under  the 
36  Vict.  c.  28,  D.,  only  the  same  security  in  amount  need  be  givoii 
as  upon  a  petition  against  one ;  2.  That  the  place  where  it  was 
taken  need  not  be  shewn  on  the  face  of  the  recognizance  ;  3.  That 
a  practising  attorney  may  be  a  surtty ;  4.  That  a  county  magistrate 
can  take  the  recognizance  in  a  city  which  has  a  police  magistrate,  if 
within  his  county.  Re  Hamilton  Election  Petition,  10  L.J.N.S.  170. 
— C.L.  Chamb.— Dalton,  C.  C.  JS^  P. 

The  recognizance  filed  in  this  case  was  in  the  usual  form,  but 
was  not  signed  as  directed  by  rule  24  of  the  general  rule  of  the 
Election  Court : — Held,  that  the  recognizance  was  nevertheless 
v.'lid.  Niagara  Election  Petition — Black  et  al.  v.  Plumb,  10  L.J.N.iS. 
249.— E.  C.  Dalton,  C.  C.  <j- P.— Richards. 

One  thousand  dollars,  the  deposit  required  to  be  paid  in  on 
filing  Dominion  election  petitions,  was  handed  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Election  Court,  that  clerk  being  also  Clerk  of  the  Queen's  Bench. 
The  latter  Court,  no  petition  having  been  filed  in  it,  refused  an 
o.der  to  pay  the  money  out.  Re  Kingston  Petition,  Q.B.E.T.  1877  ; 
not  yet  reported. 

5.   Costs. 

Vfhexe  bribery  by  an  agent  is  proved,  costs  follow  the  event, 
even  though  personal  charges  made  against  the  respondent  lia\  e 
not  been  proved,  there  having  been  no  additional  expense  octa- 
sioned  to  the  respondent  by  such  personal  charges. — '^outh  Gre;- 
Election  Petition — Hunter  v.  Lauder,  8  L.J.N.S.  17. — Mowat. 

Costs  should  follow  the  event,  although  the  personal  charg"- 
against  the  respondent  fail,  unless  put  in  wantonly,  or  unless  th- 
expense  of  the  trial  has  been  theieby  increased.  Cornwall  Elettio,f 
Petition-r—Bergin  -v .  Macdonald^  10  L .  J.N .  S.  3 1 3. — E .  C  ; — Spra^ge , 
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It  is  not  a  champertuous  transaction  that  an  association  ol 
persons  with  whom  the  petitioner  was  politically  allied,  agreed  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  petition.  Even  if  the  agreement  were  cham. 
pertuous,  that  would  not  be  a  sufficient  reason  to  stay  the  proceed- 
ings on  the  petition.  North  Simcoe  Election  Petition — Edwards  v. 
Cook,  10  L.J.N.S.— E.G.— Eichards. 

The  respondent  sought  to  establish,  on  an  enquiry  under  a 
])reliniinary  objection,  that  the  petitioner  (the  opposing  candidate) 
had  been  guilty  of  bribery,  and  was  therefore  disqualified  as  such. 
The  enquiry  was  not  com luded,  as,  during  its  pendency  the  court 
l)eld  that  bribery  would  not  disqualify  a  petitioner,  but  so  far  as  the 
fcvi<lence  went,  it  did  not  show  bribery  by  the  petitioner  : — Held, 
that  the  general  rule  as  to  costs  should  prevail,  and  that  the 
respondent  should  pay  the  costs  of  the  inquiry  as  well  as  the  gen- 
eral costs  of  the  cause.  South  Renfiew  Petition —Bannerman  v. 
McDovgall,  10  L.J.N. S.  286.— E.G.— Spragge. 

The  learned  judge  at  the  trial  declined  to  decide  what  witness 
fees  should  be  paid  by  the  respondmt,  thinking  it  to  be  the  pro- 
vince of  the  taxing  master  on  taxation,  after  hearing  both  parties, 
to  decide  what  witnesses  to  allow  or  to  disallow,  as  in  ordinary 
cases.  Niagara  Election  Petition — Black  v.  Plumb,  10  L.J.N. S.  31 T 
— E.G. — Hagarty. 

In  trials  under  the  Controverted  Elections  Act  of  1871,  the 
costs  and  witness  fees,  and  the  materiality  of  evidence,  are  in  the 
discretion  of  the  master,  subject  to  the  court,  as  in  other  trials. 
The  master  will  generally  be  the  sole  judge  as  to  how  many  wit- 
nesses shall  be  allowed  for  as  to  one  issue.  So,  where  the  master 
allowed  fees  to  seventy  witnesses  subpcened,  but  not  called,  on 
charges  of  bribery  by  the  petitioner,  the  election  having  been 
avoided  on  the  evidence  of  other  witnesses  : — Held,  that  the  master 
exercised  a  pro^'^r  discretion,  even  though  respondent's  attorney 
swore  he  believed  the  witnesses  would  have  disproved  the  charges 
thef  were  called  to  prove ;  the  facts,  that  each  witness  was  sub- 
poenaed to  prove,  appearing  on  the  petitioner's  brief  put  in  before 
the  master,  and  it  appearing  also  by  affidavit  that  the  witnesses 
were  subpoenaed  bona  fide,  and  were  material.  Prescott  Election 
Petition — McKenzie  et  al.  v.  Hamilton,  32,  Q.B.  303. 

There  is   no  presumption  in  a  trial  under  the  Controverted 
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Elections  Act  of  1871,  arising  from  the  niimhcv  of  witnesses  sub- 
poenaed, that  they  are  unnecessarily  culled.  The  presumption  is 
to  the  contrary. — lb. 

At  the  trial  of  an  election  petition,  and  on  appeal  from  the 
judgment,  the  petitioner,  a  barrister,  appeared  in  person,  but  was 
assisted  by  a  junior  counsel.  On  taxation,  the  petition  having 
been  dismissed,  counsel  fees  were  charged,  to  the  first  counsel  at 
the  trial  $300,  and  to  second  counsel  $150  ;  and  on  argument  of  the 
appeal,  to  first  counsel  $150  ;  second  counsel  .^100.  '"he  master 
disallowed  fees  to  the  first  counsel,  but  allowed  S200  to  the  second 
counsel  at  the  trial,  and  the  $100  on  appeal ;  there  being  no  affi- 
davit of  payment  or  receipts  for  such  fees,  though  it  was  called 
for  and  insisted  upon  for  the  respondent.  On  an  application  for 
revision  : — Held,  1.  That  the  fees  should  not,  under  the  circum- 
stances, have  been  allowed  without  proof  of  payment ;  2.  That  no 
more  than  $150  should  have  been  taxed  for  the  second  counsel  at 
the  trial.  A  revision  was  therefore  ordered,  with  an  intimation 
that  the  $150  and  $100  might  be  allowed  on  satisfactory  proof  of 
payment.  Re  North  Victoria  Election  Petition — Cameron  v.  Maclen" 
nan,  39  Q.B,  147. 

On  the  trial  of  an  election  petition  against  the  return  of  a 
member  of  the  Local  Legislature,  which  resulted  in  favor  of  the 
petitioner,  to  whom  the  costs  were  awarded,  the  defendant  was, 
retained  by  an  association  for  prosecuting  the  petition,  and  acted  as 
petitioner's  attorney,  and  M.,  one  of  the  plaintifts,  a  firm  of  attor- 
neys as  well  as  barristers,  acted  as  petitioner's  senior  counsel, 
under  an  agreement  to  that  effect  with  defendant,  neither  he  nor 
his  firm  being  retained  by  petitioner.  The  petitiontr's  costs  wero 
settled  by  defendant  and  respondent's  attorney,  and  defendant 
received  $1,600,  including  $365  counsel  fees  to  M.,  which  M. 
proved  became  the  property  of  his  fi'in .  The  plaintifts  having' 
brought  an  action  against  the  defcuaant  to  recover  these  counsel 
fees  as  money  had  and  received  to  their  use  : — Held,  that  they 
could  not  recover,  for  that  the  costs,  including  these  fees,  belonged 
to  the  petitioner,  and  not  to  defendant  as  attorney.  Mitler  et  al  v, 
McCarthy,  27  C.P.  H7. 

The  learned  judge  who  tried  an  election  case,  having  set  aside 
the  election  for  bribery  by  agents,  but  found  that  the  candidate  was 
not  himself  guilty  of  corrupt  practices,  the  court  on  appeal,  declined^ 
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Under  the  evidence  set  out  in  tlie  case  to  interfere;  but  the  appeal 
was  dismiKsed  with  oosts,  ns  there  were  strong  gr xmds  for  prcsenf- 
\ng  it,  and  bad  the  finding  hiu-n  <»tlierwiKe,  it  would  not  have  been 
disturbed.  South  Huron  Election  Case,  liitc/iie  v.  Cameron,  24  C. P.

7.  Other  Cases. 

A  question  being  raised  in  this  case  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
notice  of  objection,  that  the  voter  was  not  actually  and  bona  fide 
the  owner,  tenant  or  occupant  of  real  property  within  the  meaning 
of  section  5  of  the  Election  Law  of  18G8,  the  learned  chief  justice 
remarked,  "The  respondents  counsel  does  not  say  that  he  is  preju- 
diced by  the  way  in  which  the  objection  is  taken.  If  he  had,  I 
would  postpone  the  consideration  of  the  case.  It  is  objected  that 
the  case  of  O.B.  should  be  subject  to  the  same  rule,  and  if  the  ques- 
tion had  been  presented  to  me  in  that  view,  I  think  I  should  hare 
felt  at  liberty  to  go  into  the  case,  giving  time  to  the  petitioner  to 
make  further  enquiries  if  he  thought  proper."

When  a  rule  of  court  has  been  granted  in  pinsuance  of  34  Vic. 
c.  3  8.  14,  0.,  appointing  a  phue  for  the  trial,  not  within  tiie  divi- 
><ion,  the  election  for  which  is  in  question,  the  judge  by  whom  tlie 
])etition  is  being  tried  has  no  power  to  adjourn  for  the  further  luar- 
ing  of  the  cause,  from  the  place  named  in  the  rule  of  court  to  a  place 
within  such  division.  South  Grey  Election  Petition — Hunter  v. 
//OMc/er,  8  L.J.N.S.  n.—  E.C— Mowat. 

Held,  that  the  twenty-one  days  limited  for  the  filing  an  election 
petition  after  the  return  o(  the  writ,  are  to  be  reckoneci  from  the 
time  of  receipt  of  the  return  of  the  Clerk  of  the  down  in  Chancery, 
and  not  from  the  time  oi  mailing  by  the  returning  officer.  Good 
Friday  and  Easter  Monday  ai'e  holidays  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act,  and  they  are  nf)t  to  be  reckoned  in  computing  the  twenty-one 
days.  The  joint  effect  of  the  32  Vic.  c.  21  0.,and  the  Ontario 
Interpretation  Act,  31  Vic.  c.

The  trial  ol  ?in  election  petition  shotild  not  be  postponed  witli- 
out  the  applicant  shewing  very  cogent  and  alniost  unanswerable 
grounds,  in  this  case  the  reason  given  was  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Ontario  was  a  necessary  and  material  witness,  and  that 
he  could  not  properly  leave  Toronto  during  the  sittings  of  the 
House  of  Assembly: — Held,  not  a  sufficient  reason.

The  38  Vict.  c.  TO,  s.  2,  D.,  enacts,  "The  trial  of  every 
election  petition  shall  be  commenced  within  six  months  from  the 
time  when  such  pcitition  has  been  presented,  and  shall  be  proceeded 
•with  de  die  in  diem,  until  the  trial  is  over,  unless  on  application 
supported  by  affidavit  it  be  shewn  that  the  requirements  of  justice 
render  it  necessary  that  a  postponement  of  the  case  should  take 
place."  The  petition  here  was  filed  on  the  12th  Dec.  1874.  Hilary 
and  Easter  terms,  and  the  session  of  parliament  took  up  three 
months  and  eleven  days,  so  that  under  the  Act  the  six  months  would 
not  expire  until  the  21st  Sept.  1875.  The  trial  having  been  fixed  for 
10th  of  Aug.,  the  respondent's  attorney  consented  without  prejudice, 
to  adjournment,  and  on  the  30th  July  an  order  was  made  postponing 
the  trial  until  a  judge  should  be  able  to  attend.

X.  Miscellaneous  Cases.

'J'his  was  again  refused,  the  Court  holding  that 
it  had  no  power  over  a  County  Judge  silting  as  an  Election  Judge, 
and  that  the  power  was  vestcid  solely  in  the  House  of  Commons.

POST  OFFICE  SAVINGS  BANK. 


1.  The  following  Post  Office  Savings 'Banks  in  Ontario 
and  Quebec  are  open  daily  for  the  receipt  and  repayment  o£ 
deposits,  during  the  ordinary  hours  of  Post  Office  business 

2.  The  direct  security  of  the  Dominion  is  given  by  the 
Statute  for  all  deposits  made. 

3.  Any.  person  may  have  a  deposit  account,  and  may  de- 
posit yearly  any  number  of  dollars,  from  $1  up  to  $300,  or 
more  with  the  permission  of  the  Postmaster  General. 

4.  Deposits  may  be  mude  by  married  women,  and 
deposits  so  made,  or  made  by  women  who  shall  afterwards 
marry,  will  be  repaid  to  any  such  woman. 
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.  5.  As  respects  children  under  ten  years  of  age,  money 
may  be  depositedr^  ::  r ;  ^ :     .    ;     .       i...       .^ 
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Firstly — By  a  parent  or  friend  as  Trustee  for  the  child, 
in  which  case  the  deposits  can  be  withdrawn  by  the  Trustee 
until  tiie  child  shall  attain  the  age  of  ten  years,  after  which 
time  repayment  will  be  made  only  on  the  joint  receipts  of 
both  Trustee  and  child. 

Skoondly — In  the  child's  own  name — and,  if  so  deposited, 
repayment  will  not  be  made  until  the  child  shall  attain 
the  age  of  ten  years, 

6.  A  depositor  in  any  of  the  Savings  Bank  Post  Offices 
may  continue  his  deposits  at  any  otl  ev  of  such  offices,  with- 
out notice  or  change  of  Pass  Book,  and  can  withdraw 
nioney  at  that  Savings  Bank  Office  which  is  most  con- 
venient to  him.  For  instance,  if  he  makes  his  first  deposit 
at  the  Savings  Bank  at  Cobourg,  he  may  make  further 
deposits  at,  or  withdraw  his  money  through,  the  Post  Office 
Bank  at  Collingwood  or  Quebec,  Sarnia,  Brockville,  or  any 
place  which  may  be  convenient  to  him,  whether  he  continue 
to  reside  at  Cobourg  or  remove  to  some  other  place. 

0 

7.  Each  depositor  is  supplied  with  a  Pass  Book,  which  is 
/>  be  produced  to  the  Postmaster  every  time  the  depositor 

pays  in  or  withdraws  money,  and  the  sums  paid  in  or  with- 
drawn are  entered  therein  by  the  Postmaster  i*Gceiving  or 
paying  the  same. 

^.  Each  depositor's  account  is  kept  in  the  Postmaster  Oen- 
eraPs  Office^  in  Ottawa,  and  in  addition  to  the  Postmaster's 
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I'eceipt  in  the  Pass  Book,  a  direct  acknowledgment  from 
the  Postmaster  General  lor  each  snm  paid  in  in  sent  to  the 
depositor.  If  this  acknowledgment  does  not  reach  the  de* 
positor  within  ten  diiys  from  the  date  of  Ills  deposit,  he  mnst 
apply  immediatoly  to  the  Postmaster  General,  by  letter,  beings 
careful  to  glre  Us  addnss,  and,  if  necessary,  write  again^ 
because  the  Postmaster's  receipt  or  entry  in  the  Pass  Book  is 
not  sufficient  witl lout  the  further  receipt  for  tiie  mouey,  from 
Ottawa* 

9.  Every  depositor  must  send  his  book,  once  a  year,  yiz.,  on 
the  anniversary  of  his  first  deposit,  for  comparison  with  the 
Books  of  the  Department,  and  for  insertion  of  interest.  The 
Book  will  be  returned  to  him  by  first  mail.  At  no  other  time 
should  a  depositor  sulfer  his  book  to  be  out  of  his  {own  pos- 
session. 

10.  When  a  depositor  wishes  to  withdraw  money,  he  can 
do  so  by  applying  to  the  Postmastet  General,  who  will  send 
him  by  return  mail  a  cheque  for  the  amount,  payable  at 
whatever  Savings  Bank  Post  Office  the  depositor  may  have 
named  in  his  application. 


1 1.  Interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per  annum  if* 
allowed  on  deposits,  and  the  interest  is  added  to  the  princi- 
pal on  the  30th  June  in  each  year. 

12.  Postmasters  are  forbidden  by  law   to   disclose  the 
name  of  any  depositor,  or  the  amount  of  any  sum  deposited  j 
or  withdrawn.  .  .  .  -..„.. ^4^ 
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13.  No  charge  is  made  to  depositors  on  paying  in  or 
drawing  out  money,  nor  for  Pass  Books,  nor  for  postage  on 
communications  with  the  Postmaster  General  in  relation  to 
their  deposits. 

14.  The  Postmaster  General  is  always  ready  to  receive 
and  attend  to  all  applications,  complaints,  or  other  communi- 
cations addressed  to  him  by  depositors  or  others,  relative 
to  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  business.

Regulations  Governing  Travellers  Carriages,  &c.. 

Crossing  the  Frontier. 


To  ensure  uniformity  at  the  frontier  ports  in  dealing 
with  "  carriages  of  travellers  and  carriages  laden  with 
merchandise,"  and  to  afford  the  utmost  facility  to  parties 
visiting  the  Dominion  for  transient  purposes,  consistent 
with  the  protection  of  the  Revenue,  the  Minister  of 
Customs  has  approved  of  the  following  *•  Regulations  and 
Restnctions." 

1st— Regular  stages  and  hacks,  when  the  owners  or  the 
drivers  are  known  to  the  officers,  may  be  allowed  to  cross 
the  frontier  and  return,  within  two  days,  without  being 
reqnired  to  make  an  entry  at  the  Custom  House,  subject 
only  to  the  ordinary  examination,  search  and  inspection. 

2nd — Travellers  intending  to  remain  within  the  Dominion 
for  a  longer  period  than  tw^o  days,  are  required  in  all  cases 
to  report  and  enter  their  horses,  carriages,  and  travelling 
equipage  ;  and  in  cases  where  they  do  not  intend  to  leave 
at  the  same  point  at  which  they  enter,  or  are  uncertain  oa 
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that  point,  they  must  deposit  with  the  Collector  the  full 
amount  of  duty  on  such  horses,  carriages,  and  other 
dutiable  articles,  to  be  returned  only  on  their  furnishing 
satisfactory  evidence  that  the  same  articles  have  been 
returned  unchanged  to  the  United  States.  Travellers 
intending  to  leave  at  the  Port  of  Entry  may  be  allowed  to 
enter  as  above,  and,  in  lieu  of  cash,  to  give  a  bond,  with  an 
approved  resident  surety,  covering  ihe  amount  of  duty, 
and  with  the  additional  condition  that  such  bond  shall  be 
enforced  if  rhe  time  specified  therein  be  exceeded. 

3rd — The  time  to  be  allowed  travellers  in  either  case 
shall  not  exceed  one  calendar  month  ;  and  if  that  time  be 
exceeded,  the  entries  shall  be  considered  bo?ia  fide  entries 
*for  duty,  and  be  included  in  the  accounts  of  the  port. 

4th — All  moneys  received  by  Collectors  on  deposit, 
under  the  above  Regulations,  shall  be,  if  possible,  deposited 
ad  interim  in  a  bank,  in  the  Collector's  name  ;  and  if  there 
is  no  bank  available,  then  in  some  other  place  of  security 
under  the  Collector's  credit,  and  a  separate  account  of  the 
receipt  and  disposal  of  such  deposit  should  be  sent  quarterly 
to  the  Department. 

'  5th- -The  entries  in  such  case  should  contain  such  a 
descri})tion  of  the  horses,  carriages,  &c.,  as  would  enable  the 
Collector  or  other  officer  to  identify  them,  on  their  leaving 
the  Dominion  ;  and  a  copy  shall  be  lurnished  the  owner  or 
other  person  making  such  entry,  which  shall  be  his  permit 
for  travelling  in  the  country.

They  will 
also  furriii  h  inlormation  as  to  lands  open  for  settlement  in  tlie  respective  Provinces  and  Districts, 
farms  for  sale,  demand  for  employment,  rates  of  wages,  routes  of  travel,  distances,  expense  of 
conveyance,  und  will  receive  and  forward  letters  and  remittances  for  immigrants,  &c.

THE  DOMINION  LANDS  OF  CANADA 


These  Lands  are  situated  in  Manitoba  and  the  North- . 
West  Territories. 

The  system  of  Survey  is  rectangular,  the  Township  being 
six  miles  square,  divided  into  36  sections  of  one  mile 
square  each,  which  latter  are  subdivided  on  the  ground 
into  quarter  sections  of  160  acres  each. 

Sections  11  and  29,  amounting  to  1,280  acres,  in  each 
Township,  are  dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  public  schools. 

Sections  8  and  26  in  each  Township  represent  thtj  one- 
twentieth  reserved  throughout  the  "  fertile  belt "  to  the 
Hudson  Bay  Company,  under  the  Deed  of  Surrender. 

Dominion  lands  open  for  sale  or  settlement  may  be  pur- 
chased for  cash  at  one  dollar  per  acre,  may  be  entered  by 
Military  Bounty  Warrant,  or  may  be  entered  as  home- 
steads for  actual  settlement. 

Homestead  settlers  pay  a  fee  of  $10  at  the  time  of  entry 
for  the  land,  and  are  required  to  reside  upon  and  cultivate 
the  quarter  section  entered  as  a  homestead,  for  three  years,- 
upon  which  they  get  a  patent  free.  , 

The  homestead  settler  has  also  the  privilege  of  entering 
for  an  adjoining  quarter-section  of  land  as  a  homestead! 
reserve,  of  which  he  is  admitted  into  immediate  possession 
and  cultivation,  and  for  which,  on  the  completion  of  his 
homestead  conditions,  he  may  acquire  the  full  title  on  the 
payment  of  one  dollar  per  acre. 
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Coal  lands  are  not  subject  to  the  operation  of  the  Homa- 
sttacl  Provision  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Act, 
,  Persons  desiring  to  carry  on  coal  mining  in  unsurveyed 
territory,  may  apply  to  purchase,  sending  forward  tho 
description  by  a  Dominion  Land  Surveyor,  setting  forth 
generally  the  situation  and  dimensions  of  the  land,  and 
accompanying  tl)e  same  by  the  price  thereof,  estimating  tho 
number  of  acres,  which  shall  not  exceed  640,  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  [)er  acre. 

The  Minister  of  the  Interior,  with  the  view  of  prevent- 
ing undue  moropoly  in  Coal  lands,  may,  in  his  discretion, 
on  a  Township  being  surveyed,  exempt  from  sale  and  settle- 
ment the  lai.ds  in  such  Township  containing  Coil,  except- 
ing those  on  which  mining  may  have  been  carried  on  under 
the  above  regulations,  and  may  subsequently  sell  or  other- 
wise deal  with  the  same  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  the  Governor  in  Council. 

The  Dominion  Lands  Act  is  not  intended  to  apply  to 
territory  over  which  the  Indian  title  may  not  at  the  time 
have  been  extinguished. 

The  above  is  merely  a  synopsis  of  the  law  embracing  tho 
policy  connected  with  the  Administration  of  the  Domi- 
nion Lands.  Persons  wishing  more  full  and  complete  in- 
formation are  referred  to  the  Dominion  Lands  Act.

The  Act  respecting  Weights  and  Measures,  XXXVl. 
Vic,  Cap.  47,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  July,  1875, 
under  tho  proclamation  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette  of 
2Gth  December,  1874. 

The  duties  of  Excise  upon  Spirits  theretofore  computed 
by  the  old  wine  gallon  have  been  since  that  date  computed — 
as  provided  in  the  Acts  above  cited — by  the  Imperial  gallon, 
the  rate  of  such  duty  being  as  follows  : — 

On  Spirits  theretofore  subject  to  75  cents  per  wino 
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gallon,  90  cents  per  Tniperiul  or  Standard 
htroiigth  of  proof. 

It  niay  be  observed  that  the  Wine  gallon  containing  231 
cubic  inches,  and  the  Imperial  or  Standard  gallon  277-274. 
Quantities  stated  in  Wine  gallons  may  be  reduced  to 
Imperial  gallons  by  deducting  one-sixth — or,  quantities 
stated  in  Imperial  gallons  may  be  converted  into  Win© 
gallons  by  adding  one-fifth,  thus  : — 

20  Imperial  or  Standard  gallons  =  24  Wine  gallons, 
24  Wine  gallons  =  20  Imperial  gallons.

(Extract  from  Rules  relative  to  Private  Bills.) 
All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly  the  subjects 
of  legislation  by  tlie  Parliament  of  Canada,  within  tho 
purview  of  "  The  British  North  America  Act  1867," 
whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the  making  of  a 
Railroad,  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  Line ;  the  con- 
struction or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock, 
Dam,  or  Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a 
right  of  Ferr : ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Banking  or  other  Joint  Stock  Com- 
pany ;  or  otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in- 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges 
whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  aflfect  tho  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity ;  or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a  like  nature 
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to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a  notice  clearly  and 
distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation, and  (except  in  the  case  of  existing  corporations) 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  to  bo  published  as 
follows,  viz: — 

In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba. — A  notice  in- 
serted in  the  Official  Gazette,  in  the  English  and  French 
languages,  and  in  one  newspaper  in  the  Engligh,  and  ono 
newspaper  in  the  French  language,  in  the  District  affect- 
ed, in  both  languages,  if  there  be  but  one  paper ;  or  if 
there  be  no  paper  published  therein,  then  (in  both  lan- 
guages) in  the  Official  Gazette,  and  in  a  paper  published 
in  an  adjoining  District. 

In  any  other  Province. — A  notice  inserted  in  the 
Official  Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the 
County  or  Union  ot  Counties  affected,  or  if  there  be  no 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County  in  which  a  newspaper  is  published.
